This Canadian mutton has never been 
surpassed or even equalled in this coun- 
try except by the mountain mutton 
from the Alleghanies in Maryland, West 
Virginia, and western Pennsylvania, 
the South Downs of Kentucky, and, 
most surprising of all, the sheep that 
ow so rich and fat on the alluvial 
ids of the lower Mississippi, where, 
maybe, the oranges help to give them 
flavor, 

And it seems strange, too, that with 
all its superiority this Canadian mutton 
may be bought for a smaller price than 
i { for the skinny, immature, 
tasteless native lamb which comes from 
regions near the cit Tt was partly 
through a very lively competition that 
the people up Harlem way have been

with leather breeches, witha boot and 
spur. Much to tho astonishment of the | 
crowd, the stakes were awarded to 
“John Bull.” 

The Duke ot Queensbury laid a sin 
gular wager with Sir Charles Bunbury 
about the end of tho last century. Ths 
former was to produce a man who was to 
walk from his grace’s house in Picca- 
dilly (London) to the 10-mile stone, be- 
yond Hounslow in the spnee of three | 
hours, advancing four steps and at 
overy fourth men retiring one step 
backward, The bet was for $1,000. 
Most probably the Duke of Queensbury 
bad borrowed the hint from a cireun:- | 
stance recorded in the history of Cath 
crine Medicis. This celebrated and 
beautiful queen mado a vow that if an 
enterprise of consequence in which she 
would send a pilgrim to Jerusalem, 
traveling on footin the manner describ- 
ed, Having succeeded in hee first point, 
itremained to discover a man with 
Vigor and patience enough to undertake 
the journey. Acitizen of Veiberris, 
Picardy, presented himself and promis- 
ed most scrupulously to accomplish the 
vow. He fultilled his engagement with 
great precision, of which the queen was 
well assured by those whom she had ap- 

nointed to travel by his side and watch 

his motions, 

‘Thero was a notorious gambler at the 
end of the last century who ruined him- 
self finally by a very extraordinary bet. 
Ho had been playing with Lord Lorne; 
their stakes had been very high, and 
luck had gone steadily against him. 
Exasperated at his losses, he jumped up 
fromthe card table, and, seizing a 
large punch bowl, said, ‘For once 1'll 
have a bet when I've got a chance of 
Winning!

Maryland, West Virginia and western 
Pennsylyania mutton g its delicious 
flavor from the shoots of spicy shrubs 
aud the rich mast of the hills; the 
Louisianian will talk to you about the 
merits of oranges and sugar cane, and 
the Kentuckian sums it all up in the 
phrase, ‘'Bluo grass, sah !" 

Still. while itis easy for almost any 
man to buy Canadian mutton, it is not 
everyone who is certain to get the best. 
It is not ev mau who knows that un- 
less the sheep be very fat his mutton 
will be without flavor; still fewer know 
that flavor ouly comes with age—that 
it may not be expected in lamb. Then, 
iti rth knowing that matton is not 
necessarily tough, or thatif it should 
happen to be §0, tho increased flavor 
which comes with age more than com- 
pensates for the jaw power expended in 
chewing it. Nor will the buyer who 
really knows what ho wants permit the 
super-seryiceable dealer to ** French" 
his chops, for he knows that the most 
delicious morsel after all is the thin strip 
of lean furthest from the point where the 
chop was joined to the backbone. So 
that if you get a Canadian mutton chop 
‘from a good, fat sheep which has been 
killed not less than ten days (and two 
weeks would be better, if the carcase 
{ has been carofully kept in a cool place), 
cut not less than an inch thick and fat 
to the end of tho rib, you may be sure 
that, if broiled till in the centre a 
healthy red just shows—no more—your 
boiled Leghorn egg, your toast, and 
your cup of coffee will furnish you a 
breakfast which the richest man on 
earth could not improve upon,.—New

Eating and drinking have at all times 
been the subject of bets and we hear of 
a courier, by name Aristocratic Tom, of 
the Old Lion, London, for the trifling 
bet of one shilling undertook to drin 
three gills of lamp oil of the most rancid 
and nauseous quality that could be pro- 
cured, which he performed with as 
much gusto and relish as if it had been 
the most delicious cordial. The money 
he had won was immediately convert- 
.ed into strong beer, which with a penny 
loaf soaked in another portion of oil, he 
likewise swallowed, About two hours 
after this repast for anothor wager ho 
swallowed twenty eggs with the shells 
in twenty minutes, but the last having 
a young chicken in it he complained it 
spoiled his stomach. Feats of strength, 
too have beon a fruitful source of wag- 
ering. In 1792 a wager for $50 was 
mado between a Mr. Hopkins and «a Mr, 
Dalton. that the Irtter ;conld not carry 
500 sacks of flour weighing twenty

erfacted praise.” Al! my iriends, tho 
ible wants no apologetics, Tho 
Throne of the Last Judgment wants no 
apologetics. Eternity wants no apolo- 
etics.  Sclentists may tell us that na- 
ral light is the “propagation of undu- 
lations in an elastic medium, and thus 
set in vibratory motion by the action of 
luminous bodies ;" but no one knews 
what Gospel Light is until his own 
blind eyes by the touch of the Diy. 
pale have opened to sea the noon-day 
of pardon and peaco. Sciontists may 
toll me that natural sound is “the offect 
of an Epipreeeion made on the organs of 
hearing by an impulse of the air, caused 
by a collision of bodies, or by other 
means ;" but those only know what the 
Gospel sound is who have heard the 
voice of Christ directly. saying, “Thy 
sins are forgiven the go in peace.” 
Tho theological dude unrolls upon the 
piaah of the exquisitely carved pulpit a 
learned discourse, showing that the 
Garden of Eden was an allogor: 
Solomon's Song a rather indelicate love 
ditty, and the Book of Job a drama in 
which Satan was the star actor, and 
that Renan was three-quartors right 
about the miracles of Jesus, aud that 
the Bible was gradually evoluted, and 
the best thought of the differont ages, 
Moses, and David, and Paul 
best they could under the circumstan 
and therefore to be encouraged. Lord 
of Heaven and Earth, get us out of the 
London fog of Higher Criticism ! 
The night is dark and tho way is 
rough, and we have a Lantern which 
God has put in our hands, but instead 
of employing that Lantern to show our- 
solves and others the right way, we are

Hero also come, covering up the old 
Gospel, some who think they can by 
law and exposure of crime save tho 
wor'!d, and from Portland, Maine, acroas 
to San Francisco and back again to 
Now Orleans and Savannah, many of 
the ministers have gone into thu detec 
tive business. Worldly reform, by all 
means; but unless it be al, 
form it will be a dead failur In New 
York its chief work has been to give us 
achange of bosses. We had « Domo 
cratic boss, aud now it is to be a Repub 
lean boas; but the quarrel is, who shal!

I have boon making enquiries out 
here about the contest between the horse 
and the bicycle, and find that the latter 
is fay ahead, A liverymanin Denver 
told me that there are more than 6,000 
bicycles in that city, and that the re- 
ceipts of the livery stables havo fallen 
off between and 40 per cent. from 
what they were four or five years ago, 
before the wheel was generally used for 
business and pleasure riding, 

In Cheyenne I was told that there 
were 600 bicycles, and the proprietor of 
the largest livery stablo there said that 
he had boen compelled to sell off nearly 
half his stock for that reason. 
it was the custom of the young people 
of that town to make excursions Sun- 
day afternoons, and almost all of them 
go to a pretty resort, seven or eight 
miles into the country, or to Fort Rus- 
sell, the United States military post, to 
hear the band play. He was formerly 
in the habit of hiring extra teams from 
the ranches around Cheyenne for this 
class of patronage on Sunday, but now 
he says there is uo demand for buggies 
and ca es, althouth just as many 
people visit these resorts as before, be- 
cause they go on their own bicycles, It 
used to be the custom, too, for evey boy 
in Cheyenne and many of the young 
ladivs to have their own ponies, but this 
fashion is obsolete, and they use bicycles 
instead, 

Phe livery men of Grand Island, Neb., 
estimate that their business has fallen 
off $7,000 annually within the last two 
years on account ofbicyeles. ‘The same 
condition of things is found at Colorado 
Springs, Manitou and all of the cities of 
the plains and around tho foot-hills of 
tho mountains.--Chicago Record.

-u Auxiliary Vibrating Device Which 


Sweetens the Music. ' 


Tho accompanying illustrations repro- 
sonts an improvement in violins, violas, 
violoncellos,and similar stringed instru- 
ments and recently patented by Bruno 
E. Wollonhaupt. 

The appearance of the instrument is 
the same as that of the ordinary violin, 
say The Scientfic American, but within 
its body is arranged an auxilary vibrat- 
ing device sounding sympathetically 
and in unison with the outside strings 
when the latter played on by the 























bow. Only those parts of the 
auxiliary vibrating device are 
sounded as are tuned in harmony 


with the corresponding main strings 
When the latter are played on 





VIOLIN IMPROVE 


The axuiliary vibrating device consists 
of 12 metallic siings representing an 
octave of 12 halt ones tuned from CB, 
or from G-F sharp, and those strings are 
stretched longitudinally within the body 
aud can bo tuned to the required pitch 
from the bout by a key, the strings be- 
ing sounded by means ofa short thin 
stick passed either through the F holes 
or through openings in the sides of the 
body; the openings being, however, nor- 
mally cloaca y sinall plugs, as shown in 
the illustration.

Shortis, who was lately secretary to 
Mr. Simpson, the manager of tho ‘mill, 
had been discharged for his drinking aud 
irregular habits, and either robbery or 
revenge prompted his terrible deed. The 
details of the crime arc most acusntional, 

Mr, Lowe, paymaster of the mill, and 
two clerks had just about finished mak- 
ing up the pay rolls about 11 o'clock. 
Although Shortis had made threats of 
Violence against Mr. Simpson and others, 












no stepshad been taken to exclude him 
from the mill premises, and Shortis en- 
tered and loitered around the office, 


while Mr. Lowe was at work. He non- 
chalantly reached over the counter, picked 
up Mr, Lowe's loaded revolver, which was 
lying on his desk, and shot’ the clerk 
Wilsou, the bullet taking effect in the 
side, 

Mr. Loy, a clerk, thinking it wos an 
accident, made for the telephone to call 
a doctor, but Shortis took deliberate 
aim and bhot Loy through the heart, 
death being instantancous, 

Mr. Lowe had been attending to Wil- 
son, aud a shot aimed at him struck 
Wilson iu the forehead. 





Lowe, sceing how matters were, grab- 
bed the pay boxes, which contained 
$256,000, ond ran into the vault with 
them, pulling the massive door after 
him. Shortis then went to the door 
and said to Lowe to come out, as he 


did not wish to injure him. 
plied that he was locked 
not get out, though that’ was not the 
case, the door boing simply shut. 

Shortie said, “Give me the combina- 
tion, Jack, I will let you out.’ 

Mr. Lowe replied, ‘Just give the knob 
a sharp turn and it will open.’ 

The murderer did so, and, 
locked the safe, which waa 
Lowe wished. 

Lebouf, the night watchman, 
at this juncture and was 
Wilson, by a superhuman 
aged to crawl about 200 yards and 
touched the electric fire alarm button.

The inquest on the bodies of the yic- 
tims, Loy and Lebouf, was held on Sat- 
urday and resulted in a verdict in cach 
case that the deceased came to his death 
at the hands of the prisoner Shortis. 
The funeral of the victims will take place 
Monday ond will be attended by all the 
directors of the Cotton Company. At 
the inquest, at the prompting of report- 
ers, Shortis demanded counsel, but con- 
sented to wait for the preliminary trial, 
which opens Monday, and H, C. St.

POISONS OF THE KITCHEN, 


Some Things That Should be Watched by 
All Housewives. 


In face of the frequent accounts of 
accidental poisoning, the following facts 
may prove both interesting and us 
In the first place, all copper vessels 
should be re-tinned directly the surface 
shows signs of being worn. Neither 
acid, salt nor fatty bodies will attack 
y eaned copper vessels; vinegar 

*inay even be boiled in them with safety, 
but should it be allowed to cool in the 
vessels, it will dissolye enough copper 
to become dangerous, The advantage 
in copper poisoning is that one of the 
first symptoms is vomiting, that is to 
say, the poison is rejected from the 
system. 

Zinc, though it conceals itself so often 
under the name of “galvanized iron,” 
is still more dangerous than copper. No 
acid foods or Afqnids should ever be 
allowed to remain in galvanized vessels, 
Lead, from a culinary point of view, is 
tho least to be recommended of all the 

Is, as it poisons slowly without pro- 
ducing vomiting, while tin, iron, steel, 
and nickel are practically harmless. 

But it is not only the vessels used in 
preparing food which are dangerous ; 
many foods in themselves are legiti- 
mate objects of suspicion. For instance, 
the potato becomes unfit for food when 
it has commenced to germinate,or when 
itis green from having been partially 
exposed to the air while growing. The 
green parts and the “eyes” contain an 
undoubted poision, which has a sharp 
taste, and is capable of producing para- 
lysis or even death. At the end of the 
winter many pigs are unhealthy through 
having been fed on these green potatoes 
or On potatoes from which the eyes con- 
taining the germs haye not been care- 
fully cut, 

Mushrooms should always be careful- 
ly verified by a person thoroughly ac- 
quainted with their peculiarities. Some 
cooks put a silver coin with them when 
cooking; if the coins turns black they 
rejects the mushrooms, This is really 
no test at all, as many of the poison 
fungi will not blacken silver. All ani- 
mal food inam advanced state of de- 
composition is more or less poisonous for 
this reason tinned fish is never to be 
trusted, as the fish are often stale when 
tinned, Smokers especially should bo 
careful, as their taste is olten not so fine 
asthatofa nonsmoker and they are 
consequently less likely to detect a tin 
of doubtful fish.

HE change from the extremely delicate coloring ¥

; refuge under “A Milk White Flag” of nonentity. 
The wall-paper manufacturers assumed the risk of 
; putting colors into their papers for this season. The % 
: results are beautiful in the products and profitable to 
; the consumer. Strong, rich colors are precisely what 
the people were waiting for; employed judiciously, 
they are precisely what they should have. This is an 
era of strong colors. It is also an era of good taste. 
} It is the period of the golden mean between the 
eccentricities of the sunflower sensationalism, of 
riotous vulgarity, and the dreary daintiness of whitey 
timidity. It is not only philosophic to use strong 
colors, but it is artistic, westhetic, and delightful—the 
climax of all things true, good, and beautiful.

MANITOBA SCHOOL APPEAL 


The Hearing Proceeded With 
at Ottawa. 


EWART’S SPEECH CONCLUDED

Ottawa, March 6.—So great was the 


desire on the part of the public to hear 











the argument on the Manitoba schoo! 
appeal that it waa dec 1 to adjourn 
to the Railway Committee room of the 
House of Commons, where ample nccom- 
modation was afforded, The ministers 
present were: Bowell, Caron, ‘Tupper, 


| Oulmet, Angers, Costigan, Haggart, 
| Dickoy, Daly, Ives, Foster and Dr, Mon- 
tague. Solicitor-General Curran and ao 
| number of M.P.’s were also present. Mr. 
| Ewart, ¢ Winnipeg, appeared for the 
| Roman Catholics; D'Alton McCarthy for 
the Manitoba Government, and beside 
| him sat John O'Donohue, a member of 
; the Winnipeg School Board, and Dr. 
| Blakeloy of the Education Department, 
Manitoba, 

Mr. Ewart commenced hia address by 
giving a historical resume of educa - 
| tional affairs in Manitoba, He detailed 
all the steps which led to the Greenway 














| legislation of 1890, and strongly con- 
demned, provincial Liberals for their 
treachery to the Roman Catholic min- 
ority. 

Resuming the address after intermis- 
sion, Mr. Ewart argued that th 
Governor in Council was bound to hear 


and adjudicate upon the appeal. The 
discharge of functions, even of permis- 
sive Jaws, he held to be practically im- 
perative. Now, the vested rights of the 

Manitoba minority had been shown to 
have been improperly taken away, and 
the Governor in Council could, therefore, 
not refuse to allow Parliament the 
Opportunity of legislating so as to 
restore those rights, This opportunity 
could only be extended by the making 
of « remedial order, addressed to the 
Legislature of Manitoba by the Gover- 
nor-General in Council. He then submit- 
ted a draft of a bill which he thought 
the Manitoba Legislature ought to be 
asked to pass. It was similar in terms 
to the Ontario School Act, cstablishing 
a system of Separate and Public schools. 

The Solicitor-General: Does it go be- 
yond the rights which it is claimed the 
Catholics of Manitoba enjoyed prior to 
the passing of the law of 18907 

Mr. Ewart: No, not one step beyond. 
We have been very careful as to that. 

Continuing, Mr. Ewart argued that, as 
the Manitoba School Act, had confiscated 
the property of the Roman Catholics, it 
should be returned to them. To show 
that such confiscation had taken place 
he called upon Senator Bernier to read 
an affidavit. 

Mr. Bernier accordingly proceeded: He 
was formerly superintendent of separate 
schools in Manitoba, and made oath to 
the effoct that a sun of $13,879, conati- 
tuting the Cathoiic reserve fund, had in 
July, 1889, been teausferred by agre: 
ment to the rrovincial Treasurer, the 
Government proiising not to divert the 
money from the purposes for which it 
had been accumulated. That promise 
had since beea violated by confiscation 
under tle School Act of 1890. Mr, 
Ewart urged that this money ought to 
be returned. 

As to the echool legislation his clients 
require, he would say that,while Cath 
lics would be willing to make conces- 
ions, he was precladed from arguing to 
that effect at present, owing to the ne- 
cersity of strictly preserving the con- 
stitutionality of appeal. For that rea- 
son he must for the present ask for a 
full restoration of their former privi- 
leges. In coaclusion he read several ex-

‘The whole story of this transaction will 
now probably come out in court, 
MORLEY'S IRISH LAND BILL. 
— 
Tenants to Receive Valuc of Improvements 
—No Kent for Improvements—Volan~ 
tary Kelastatement of Evicted Tenants. 


London, March 5.—In the Commons 
yesterday, Mr, Sydney Buxton, Par- 
liamentary Secretary for ‘the Colonial 
Office, stated that the Franco-Cenadian 
treaty had not yet been ratified, owing 
to a defect in the act of tho Canadian 
Parliament confirming the treaty,but he 
hoped that as soon as the Canadian Par- 
liament sould meet the treaty would 
be ratified without delay. 

Right Hoo. John Morley, Chief Secre- 
tary for Ireland, introduced ‘the Irish 
Land Bill. In his remarks introducing 
the measure, Mr. M said he believ- 
ed that the purchase of holdings was 
the ultimate solution of the land question 
in Ireland, but universal compulsory pur- 
chase woukl take more than one genera- 
tiom to effect, In the meantime a modus 
vivendi must be found, 

Mr. Morley, continuing, said that the 
foundation of the bill was the principle 
of protecting the tenant in the owner: 
ship of improvements. Henceforth only 
the tenant would receive the benefit of 

* improvement he had made upon his 
holdings, as the landlord would not be 
allowed to charge rent for improvementa, 
Fair rents would be fixed every 10 years, 
instead of every 15 years as at prescnt. 
Within the next two rs all arrears 
due, he said, might be recovered, but 
after the expiration of that time the 
Inndlords could not recover more than 
two years’ rent. The question in regard 
to evicted tenants, Mr. Mo said,would 
bo met by re-enacting the 213th acction 
of the act of 1891, giving voluntary re- 
fustatement—not compulsory—in cases 
where the present occupants are unw 
ing to terminate their tenancies. He con- 
cluded by saying the Government had 
done its best to mect the practical dil- 
ficulties of one of the thorifiest subjects 
in the whole field of modern politica.

He might properly say, having recent- 
ly been appointed, that the judiciary of 
this country waa one upon which no one 
thought of casting the slightest susp 
cion.

He also saw that the tax paid to the 
Government was just the same as before, 
and that he could better afford to pay it 
than when the oil and duty cost twice as 
much. Now, as to the protection afforded 
to the Canadian oil producers: was that in- 
creased by the fall in foreign price? Cer- 
tainly not. The difference was that in 1878 
they had to compete against a price of 30c. 
and freight charges, and in 1893 they had 
to come down to compete against about 
15 cents and freight charges. Whore isthe 
increased protection in this? There is none. 
Nor was there any increase in taxation ; the 
tax per gallonwas the same in 1893 as in 
1878, and the fall in the foreign price 
stead of incressing the tax, only made it all 
the easier to pay. The only change the 
Liberal Conservatives have made in the oil 
duty was to reduce it from 7 1-5 cents to 6 
cents a gallon. 

The foregoing considerations should 
make it plain that the fall in the foreign 
price of goods, upon which there is a 
specific duty in Canada, neither increases 
the Canadian taxation, nor the protection 
(o the Canadian producer. All the Grit 
howl, thorefore, about certain specific 
duties having become, by the fall ef prices 
equivalent to 50, 60 or 100 per cent, and 
therefore that the protection is increased 

all this is the veriest clap-trap. Tho 
increased or decreased ad valorem rate of 
specific duties, from a fall in foreign prices 
ora rise in foreign prices, has nothing to 
do with tho burien of taxation ; it does 
not inereaso it a cent or diminish it a 
cent, If another illustration of this Grit 
absurdity is needed, take that of the rice 
duties, in which they say there has been a 
most iniquitous increase in the ad valorem 
rate.

Wife to Obtain $19,000 
Was tt a Conspiracy

At 1.80 o'clock on Saturday morning 
last the home of the Dicka’ family, at 
220 St. Helen’s-avenue, was damaged 
by fire, Dicks escaped with hia five 
children, and stated that his wife had 
started down the stairway with a lamp, 
had fallon and her reacue was impossible. 
In the morning the charred remains of 
& Woman were discovered in the very 
midst of the hottest part of the blaze, 
with a shattered lamp some distance off. 

It anbsequently transpired that Mra, 
Dicks’ life was insured for $19,000, dis- 
tributed as follows; Sun $10,000, Cove- 
naut Mutual $5000, Home Circle $8000, 
Chosen Friends $1000, and that the 
prisoner was insured for $27,000, as 
followa: Sun $15,000, Covenant Mutual, 
$5000, Home Life $2000, Chosen Friends 








$2000, Home Circle $3000, 
As Dicks was o man of small means 
and had exhausted his last dollar in 


piying promiums for one year, the exist- 
euce of so much insurance was in itsolf 
& suspicious circumstance, These facts 
were brought out at the coroner's in- 
quest, and a reporter made the addi- 
tional discovery that oa or about the 
time that all this insurance was put on, 
namely, January, 1894, $80,000 addi- 
tional Insurance was applied for by Mrs. 
Dicks in the Equitable Lifo and New 
York Life, aud refused. 

A premium of $184 was paid by Mrs, 
Dicks to the Sun Life on the afternoon 
immediately preceding her doath. Mrs. 
Dicks aiso had made a will a week 
before, leaving her money to her children, 
with her husband as trustee of the funda, 

Added to these facts was the discovery 
yeeterday made by Detective Verne 
that the fire at 220 St. Helens-avenue 
Was the result of deliberate incendiar- 
jem. Nor waa this Dicks’ only fire ; four 
times has he been burned out under sus- 
picious circumstances, cach time secur- 
iug goodly sums for property burned. 

‘The Crown is acting on the theory that 
Dicks killed his wife immediately after 
the evening meal, as her stomach on ox- 
Gmination is said to have beon found full 
of food, recently eaten, indicative of a 
heavy meal of meet, potatocs, celery and 
pickles, As Dicks swore ut the coroner's 
inquest that to his knowledge his w 
ate nothing later than 7 o'clock, tho 
etory that she died at 1,30 a.m. wil 
be ono point in the investigation. 














The darkest mystery in connection 
with tho arrest and alleged crime is 


the fact that the chief means of identi- 
fying the body of Mra, Dicks, a goitre 
on the neck, doe« not exist on the re- 
mains fonnd, although that portion of 
the body is intact. All the clothing of 
the woman is missing. It may tran- 
spire that Mrs. Dicks is still alive and 
in hiding, and that some unknown wo- 
mon has been done to death for pur- 
poses of fraud and robbery. 





THE FIRE INCENDIARY.

A Five Gallon Can of Coal O1L Wiaced 
Where I¢ Would Do Its Work. 

Detective Voruey waa detailed to the 
case yesterday, and made a thorough in- 
spection of the premises in which the 
tragedy took piace. The furnace from 
which the fire is claimed to bave origiu- 
ated was most chosoly examined, and o 
discovery made which led to Cicks’ ar- 
rest a few houre after. 

The furnace was found to be a “Novel- 
ty.” In order to admit its erection in 
the shallow cellar it was necessary to 
sink it to the depth if 18 inches below 
the basement floor. Despite this precau- 
tion,the hot-air pipes,of which tbere were 
live, leading to different parts of th 
bouse, are quite close to the floor above. 
Though tho night of the ifre was a cold 
one, the dampers, in two of the three 
pipes yet intact, are turned to prevent 
the heat from entering the living apart- 
wy 























Lightly jammed in between one of theac 
hot-air pipes and the floor immediately 
above was found a fjve-gallon coal oil 
can. Though the floor was burnt 
moat entirely away at this point 
the condition of this can and the ¢ 
in which it was found 
impossible that it could have 
failen from the shop above after tho 
floor had been burned away. 

It had evidently been placed there with 
malice nforethought, 

That the can had contained oil was per- 
ceptible frou the strenks which* indicat- 
ed where it had escaped from the uncork- 
ed mouth, and ran, burning as it 
over the sides of the can, and the pips 
apon which it lay. The cau rested mid: 
way between where the pipe left the fur 
hace and where it entered the register, 
and was turned with the mouth towards 
the furnace. The oil would esc

special investigation into the supposed 
death of Mrs, Mary Dicks in the fire at

His company consider they haye 
valid reason for the suspicion that the 
body of the burned woman was not that 
of Mrs. Dicks at all, but a corpse substi- 
tuted for the purpose of securing pay- 
nt of the $19,000 insurance ou Mrs. 
Dicks’ life. 

Mr.Hoover, when faterviewed, said “The 
fact that Mra. Dicks was just os anxiows 
as her husband to have the insurance 
placed on her life, and that she went 
with him and personally applied to the 
Various Companies without having been 
solici in any way, leads us to believe 
that if there was any scheme on foot 
to defraud the companies sho was a 
party to it. 

“It is a remarkable fact also that the 
husband should have carried $27,000 on 
his own life, the premiums on his combin- 
ed policies reaching ap amouut in excess 
of his income, which he swears was never 
more than $1000 per annum. 

“A nuuinber of cases haye occurred of 
late in the United States of companies 
beiug defrauded by the substitution of 
a corpse to represent some living policy- 
holder, and we ure determined to sift 
this matter to the bottom. The fact 
that Dicks carried so much insurance on 
hie life might also lead to the couclusion 
that they had conspired with outside 
parties to’procure a body of either sex. 
In case a male was procured the husband 
was to disappear and the insurance to 
be collected on his life.” 

“The body of the dead woman is burn- 
ed in such a way that it is impossible 
to identify it. The face and scalp and 
hair were burned, but the neck, which 
will play a most important part in the 
case, remains intact, although badly 
scorched, 

“When Mrs Dicks applied for the vari- 
ous policies on her life a year ago last 
January, it was remarked that on the 
right side of her neck she had a goitro 
of some considerable size. In the medi- 
cal examiner's report to the Equitable 
Life! Insurance Company, this fact is 
dwelt on aa the chief point for identifi- 
cation. Mrs. Dicks alluded to it in 
talking matters over with the agents, 
and though she kept it covered up the 
protruberance wos much iy evidence. It 
is a curious fact, however, that the 
post-mortem examination made by Dra.

tory which characterized the fur 
ther debate on the budget yesterday | 
was of a better typo than any that 
has preceded it this session. At times | 
tho discussion was most interesting. 
For the Government Messrs, Gibson and 
Ross made excellent speeches, aud Mr 
St. Johu, in a maiden effort, cclipsod 
himself in behalf of the Opposition. 

Mr. Thomas Gibson of Huron set the 
ball rolling, viewing things from the 
ministerial side. He started out with 
4 little amusemont at Mr, Howland’s 
expeuse, characterizing the speech of 


that gentleman on Tuesday as a chap- 
ter on constitutional law. Ho admitted 
the member for South Toronto's conten- 
tion that it was the duty of the Opposi 
tion to criticize the acts of the adminia- 
tration, but, at the same time, he argued 
that the critica should be fair and honest 
and not make misstatements. With 
Suother touch of humor, Mr. Gibson con- 
gratulated Mr. Marter upon being cle- 
vated to the position of leader of the 
Opposition, and expressed the hope that 
he would hold that dignified position as 
long as his predecessor did, 

He then proceeded to reply to 
Marter’s argument that 
for civil government 
per cent. since the 
regime, an incre

Mr, Marter had put the figure jn 1871 
at $114,000; but he had omitted to 
state that in accordance with a «olomn 
promise by the Sandfield-Macdonald Gov- 
erument the saleries of employes had 
been increased to $188,000.

Adverting to Mr. Marter’s assertion 
that the Government were living on the 
capital of the province, Mr. Gibson said 
that in the matter of selling Crown 
Lands, the Ontario Government had 
simply followed the policy of the Domin- 
jon Government. As to the timber — re- 
sources, they woubl not be exhausted in 
our day, but he was at one with Mr. 
Howland in regard to experimenting 
Whether some means could not be devis- 
ed whereby the timber resources of the 
couutry would be husbanded or increased, 

Dr. Meacham followed with a speech 
from the Opposition desks, criticizing the 
method of the Government in doctoring 
the accounts so as to make it appear 
that there was o surplus when there was 
not. He urced that nearly all the items 
mentioned by the Treasurer as constitut- 
ing a surplus were properly assets of the 
province, and he asserted that if any 
Private business concern prepared such 
4 statement as the Government prepar- 
ed it would be considered as fraud.

THE SCHOOL APPEAL 


McCarthy Concludes Argament and 
Me, Ewart Begins Mis Reply, 


The Privy Council was engaged all day 
in listening to the argument in the Mani- 
toba school appeals, Mr, MeCarthy held 
the floor until about 3.30, and then Mr. 
Ewart rose to reply. He had not com- 
pleted his argument when the hour of 
adjournment arrived. Replying to a 
question by Hon. Mr. Ouimet, Mr. Me- 
Carthy defined national schools as those 
common to all people of the country. If 
everybody in Canada profecsed the same 
religion national schools could also be 
denominational schools. 

Sir C. H. Tupper: Are you in favor of 
exclusion of religion from all schools? 

Mr. McCarthy; No, and the Manitoba 
Government does not want to drive re- 
ligion entirely from the sckools. 

Mr. Dickey ; It ig, therefore, a question 
of degree, 

Mr. McCarthy: Tho question is this, 
Ought the schools to be under the con- 
trol of the state or church ? The posi- 
tion sought by Manitoba was the same 
a4 that which existed in New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island, where the Public schools 
existed. It was not fanaticiam which 
had led Manitoba to adopt the Act of 
1890. The Liberal party of the Pro- 
vince, except Mr, Fisher, were unanimous- 
ly in favor of that act, and Mr, Fisher 
must have been poisoned by his partner 
Ewart. 

Mr. Angers: Is everybody poisoned who 
changes hia views? 

Mr. McCarthy: It depends on what 
the change is. Proceeding, ho cited tho 
platform of the Conservatives in 1892, 
in which tho party declared in favor of 
& national system of schools if the act 
of 1890 were declared intra vires. Clear- 
ly then both parties in Manitoba were 
@ unit on the question. 

He then argued that Manitoba hand 
good grounds for wiping out Separate 
schools, owing to tho inefficioncy of the 
teaching. and inferiority of the educa- 
tion given. Ninety-one French schools 
Were in existence when the law of 1890 
was passed, Thirty-six of these, despite 
the antagonism of the priests, had been 
brought under the Public School Act. 
With regard to the question whether 
these schools were Protestant, he-point- 
ed out that the law declared them to be 
non-sectarian, He disputed Mr, Ewart’s 
facta and conclusions ou this point. He 
filed copies of the religious exercises 
teed in the schools previous to 1890 and 
since, Mr. McCarthy then = en- 
tered into o careful comparison 
of the two seta of religious oxercisesa 
What objection could thero be to the 
reading of historical portions of the 
Bible and the gospels as now provided 
for by the regulations, arranging for 
the reading of a few portions of the Bible 
that Archbishop Lynch had naasented to 
in Ontario when he approved the Rosa 
Bible ? 

Sir Mackenzie Bowell: Waa the Ross Bible 
to be read in separate. echools ? 

_ Mr. McCarthy ; it waa to be read 
in the public schools which were attend- 
ed by many Cath pupils. He (Mr. 
McCarthy) claimed that Mr. Ewart was 
entirely wrong, therefore, in the state- 
ment that the #choole were sectarian, 
The object of the Manitoba Government 
Was not to promote strife or ill-will, but 
tho vory reverse. It way a fact that to- 
day more than ono-half the Roman Ca- 
tholic children of Ontario were attend- 
fug the public schools, 87,466 childron 
being registered in separate and 48,797 
in public schools. ‘This showed that evon 
fa Ontario the Catholics wore not anxi- 
ous for separate schools. In his,  Mo- 
Carthy’s, own county the Catholica wore 
strong enough to support 
schools, but preferred the public 
He noted Mgr.

Dealing with Mr. McCarthy's appoal to 
the council not to oxercise the power of 
remedy, Mr. Ewart said that such a plea 
was in contravention of the elementary, 
principles of law. For 25 years Mr. Mc- 
Carthy, M.P,, had been practising before 
the courts, in which tho maxim was 
that there was no grievance without a 
remedy, All that was required of them 
in these courte was to establish a griev- 
ance, and the power of court to grant 
4 remedy, and remedy would bo forth- 
coming. Mr, McCarthy held that power 
to act did not carry with it the obli- 
gation to do #o, He read the opinions 
of counsel on that point: "The worship 
of what is called local autonomy which 
some gentlemen have become addicted 
to, is fraught, I venture to say, with 
Sreat evil to this Dominion. Our alle-, 
siance is duo to the Dominion of Canada, 
The separation into provinces, the right 
of local self-government which we pos- 
sess, is not to make us less citizens of 
the Dominion, is not to make us 
of statute labor payable in cortainl o- 
less anxious for the promotion of the 
Welfare of the Dominion, and it is not 
argument to say that because a certain 
piece of legislation is within the power 
of a local Parliament, therefore that 
legislation ia not to be disturbed. By 
the same Act of Parliament by which 
power is conferred upon a local Legia- 
lature tho duty and power, because where 
there is power there is a corresponding 
duty, are cast .upon the Governor-in- 
Council to revise and review acta of leg- 
islative bodies, The council, Mr, Ewart 
added somewhat triumphantly, would 
probably be surprised to learn that these 
sentiments were uttered by D’Alton Mc- 
Carthy himsell. He had delivered them 
in the House of Commons in March, 1889, 
Next Mr, Ewart dealt with the statement 
that tho petition of right produced on 
Monday showing that tho Manitoba bill 
of righta made no provision for separate 
echoole wos not a valid document, inas- 
much, as Mr, McCarthy put it, as it had 
not been dragged out until during the

If his reasoning be followed 
to the bitter end itcan be proved that 
we are descended from the horse, the 
ass, the goat, the dog, or even the 
whale. We show points of resemblance 
to all of them at times, particularly the

of pen and ink and commit to paper our 
opinion of things in general. You can 
not persuade me, Mr, Buckman, that 
my ancestors were ever anything but 
men, savages, perhaps, but still mon, 
and not goats, nor monkeys, nor kan- 
garoos. 

Having studied the Buckman theory 
thoroughly and grasped all ils possibill- 
ties, I consider myself now capable of 
demonstrating to my readers that they 
are kangaroos or descendants from tho 
kangaroo, 1, The kangaroo stands on 
its hind legs; so does man.

In order to convince 
the skeptical the man, first of all, pow- 
dered a slice of bread with the stuff, 
and ate a piece of it himself, Then he 
put the remainder under a glass caso, 
in which arat was kept in captivity. 
The rat went to cat the bread and in- 
stantly fel! dead. At five pence a box 
the powder went off like hot rolls, and 
the lucky proprietor of the specific was 
in a fair way to make a fortune. But 
the police, who in France are very ac- 
tive in protecting the people from fraud, 
looked Into the matter and found that 
the powder was nothing but ordinary 
sugar, They also discovered that the 
case was connected with a powerful 
electric battery, and the moment the 
rat touched the bread the current was 
turned on, and it was thus his death 
was brought about.

Sheltared Stock. 


Trials with steers,shcep and pigs wero 
made during an average winter at the 
Utah station, There were three lots of 
three steers each, One lot being fed in 
the open air, clear of the barn,another 
lot fed in the barn in box stalls 6 by 9 
feet and a third lot fed in the barn, tied 
by chains. 

The trials with sheep included two lots 
of three animals each, one lot being fed 
in the barn aml the other in the open 
air, The pigs, two lots of threo each, 
were fed either ina hoghouse or i® a pen 
outside the hoghouse. The following 
is the author's summary of his conclu- 
sions 

Cattle, sheep and swine on the whole 
required more food to maintain existence 
when fed inthe open air than when 
housed 

Cattle and hogs made a more economic 
gain in the air than when housed, 

Sheep in the barn did better ir ory 
respect than in the open air, although 
confined in very small pens 

Cattle in box stalls did better than 
those tied up, 

The greater the freedom of motion up 
to the frevdom of a yard some 10 rods 
square, tho more food eaten and tho 
less required for a pound of gain for 
cattle, 

Tho trial indicatos that free access to 
shelter and yards {s more economical 
than compulsory lifo in the storms or 
in close confinement in the barn. This 
question ig under trial, forming the eight 
years’ investigation of this question of 
shelter of stock. 


A Log Food Mack 


This home-made feod rack can bo 
constructed any dosired length. The 
lower portion is about seyen feet wide, 
The height depends on aninals using 
it.

GRAND JURY'S PRESENTME 


They Recommonded the Establisnmont of 
an Industrial Homo-D, & D, Insti- 
tute, Hospital and Gaol Visited, 





To the Honorable Mr. Justice Boyd, Chan- 
cellor of the High Court of Justice, 
Chancery Division. 

As members of the Grand Jury of our 
Sovereign Lady the Queen, 
present the following report ; 

1. We have visited the County Gaol and 
found every department clean, orderly and 
cbinf ble witha small number of inmates, 
but among this number we find several 
wh ye been sent there as to a house of 
refuge, among them one who is very old, 
infirm and blind, and we were strongly im- 
pressed with the necessity of carrying out 
the view Your Lordship presented in your 
opening address to our Grand Jury, that 
some provision more consistent with the 
christian civilization of the nineteenth 
century should be made for all such per- 
sons, and we would suggest to the city and 
county authorities the advisibility of pro- 
viding an Industrial Home, where th 
who are able to work might be employed, 
not only for their own support, but to aid 
in the support of the infirm, who are not 
able to work, 

2. We visited the Deaf and Dumb In- 
stitute and beg to express our high apy 
ciation of the careful and efficient mana, 
ment of that most excellent institution 
under its present Mr. Mathi- 
son. Wo visited the classes from the low- 
est to the highest (as the classes are all 
carefully graded) each affording the most 
practical evidence of the thoroughness of 
their trainin The rapid and easy man- 
ner in which many of the younger pupils 
constructed and wrote sentences on the 
blackboard was not only a matter of 
pleasure but of great surprise, and we 
were especially pleased with the industrial 
department of the institution, consisting 
of boot and shoe department, printing, 
and laundry, and general sewing, thus 
fitting its pupils to fill the various pur- 
suits of life. 

3. We have pleasure in stating that we 
also visited the Hospital and Home for the 
Friendless and found every department 
comfortable, orderly and clean. We were 
particularly pleased with the surgical de- 
partment, which, through the generosity 
of Mr. Daniel Stoddart, deceased, has been 
thoroughly equipped with all the latest 
improved appliances. and the hospital can 
now compare with the best in the province. 

This yery excellent institution is worthy

Woe thank Your wdship for the able 
and instructive address you presented to 
pointing out to us our duties, and 
sincerely hopo that you may long 
spared to fill, the important position you 
now occupy.

Have you ever heard of him? His 
namo was Benaiah. Ho was aman of 
stout muscle and of great avoirdupois. 
His father was a hero, and ho inher ited 

prowess, Ho was athletic and there 
was iron in his blood and the strongest 
bone in his body was backbone. He is 
known for other wonders beside that of 
the text, An Egyptian five cubits in 
stature, or about soven feet nine inches 
high, was moving around in bragga 
docia and flourishing a groat spear, 
careless as to whom ‘he killed and Bon 
aiah of my text, with nothing buta 
walking stick camo upon him, snatched 
the spear from tho Egyptian and with 
one thrust of the sharp edge, put an 
end to the blatant bully, which makes 
» us think of the story in our Greek lesson 
too hard for us if the smarter boy ou the 
.same bench had not helped us out 
with it, in which Horatius, tho Mace- 
donian, and Dioxippus, the Athenian, 
fought in the presence of Alexander ; 
the Macedonian armed with shield and 
sword and javelin, and the Athonian 
with nothing buta club, The Mace- 
donian hurled tho javelin, but tho 
Athenian successfully dodged it, and 
the Macedonian lifted the spear, but the 
Athenian with the club broke it, and 
the Macedonian drew the sword, but 
the Athenian tripped him up before he 
could strike with it, and then tho 
Athenian with his club would have 
Deaten the life out of the Macedonian, 
fallen among his useless weapons, if 
‘Alexander had not commanded, ‘Stop! 
Stop!” But Benaiah of the text 1s 
about to do something that will eclipso 
_ even that.<.Their is trouble in all the 
neighborhood. Lambs are carried off 
in the night, and children venturin 
only a little way from their father's 
house are found mangled and dead. 
Tho fact is, the land was infested with 
lions, and few people dared meet one of 
these grizzly beasts, much less corner 
or attack it. As a good Providence 
would have it, one morning a footstep 
of a lion was tracked in the snow. t 
had been out on its Bavenriok errand 
through the darkness, but at last it is 
found by the impression of the four paws 
on the white surface of the ground, which 
“way the wild beast came, and which 
way it had gone. Perilous undertak- 
ing ; but Benaiah, the hero of the text, 
arms himself with such weapons as 
those early days afforded, gunpowder 
having been invented in a far subse- 
quent century by the German monk, 
Bertholdus Schwartz. Therefore, with- 
out gun or any kind of firearms, 
Benaiah of the text no doubt depended 
‘on the sharp steel edge for bis own de- 
fence and the slaughter of the lion as 
he followed the track through the snow. 
“It may havo been a javelin, it may liave 
been only a knife; but what Benaiah 
Tacks in weapon he will make up in 
strength of arm and skillof stroke. But 
where is the lion? We must not get off 
his track in tho snow. The Jand has 
many cisterns, or pits, for catching 
rain, the rainfall being very scarce at 
certain seasons, and hence these cis- 
terns, or reservoirs, are digged here, 
and there, and yonder.

sharp weather. Inspiration here ad- 
mits atmospheric hindrance. Tho 
snowy day at Valley Forge well nigh 
put an end to the struggle for Ameri 
can independence. The snowy day de- 
molished Napoleon’s army on the way 
from Moscow, The inclemency of 
January and February weather has 
some years bankrupted thousands of 
merchants. Long succession of stormy 
Sabbaths has crippled innumerable 
churches, Lighthouses veiled by the 
snow on many a coast have failed to 
warn off from the rocks the doomed 
frigate. Tens of thousands of Chris- 
tians of nervous temporament by the 
depression of a snowy day almost do» 
spair of reaching heaven. Yet; in that 
style of weather Benaiah of the text 
achieved his most celebrated victory ; 
aud let us by the grace of God hecome 
victor over influences atmospheric. If | 
we are happy only when the wind | 
blows from the clear northwest, 
and the thermometer is above 
freezing point and the sky is an in- 
verted blue cup of sunshine poured ail 
over us, it is religion ninety-five per 
cent, off.

Doors Should Fit Closely, Cracks Should 
be Stopped up and the Place 
y Should be Kept Clean. 


Every careful farmer will at this time 
see that his stable doors fit properly 
and that all cracks are stopped. If not 
attended to animal heat will be lost and 
feed consequently wasted. Pieces of 
old horse blankets or strips of carpet 
sewed together in one great curtain 
with a broad hem on the upper edge and 
strung on a wire at the top of the door 
frame, will make an effectual storm 
door, This is pushed aside in the morn- 
ing and drawn in place tho last thing 
at night before shutting the outside door, 
Whero stanchions are used for cows, 
make a drop six to 12 inches deep and 
tight enough to hold all liquids. It

At the December meeting of a Dela- 
ware farmers’ institute, a committee 
on good roads made a report in favor of 
wido tires and non-tracking wheels on 
farm and freight wagons, In the discus- 
sion which followed, ne: i 
present could bear witness to the bene- 
ficial effect of the wide tire on our roa‘ls, 
Such wagons have the effect of very 
heavy rollers, smoothing, firming and 
filling in tho ruts instead of cutting 
them deeper, as is the case with com- 
mon, narrow wheels. Wide tires are a 
necessity to tho maintenance of any 
good road. Stone will longer resist the 
Dad effects of narrow wheels, but even 
on stone, the constant cutting and grind- 
ing of narrow wheels always in the 
same track, will wear ruts and no road 
can remain long in good order with ruts 
or holes to hold the water, But it was 
argued that on our Delaware earth 
roads, the beneficial effects of such wide 
tires would be especially apparent. The

mers an object lesson on road making, 
of the greatest importance. Their 
spreader is built with tires six inches 
wide behind and four inches before with 
the gange so arranged thatthe front 
wheels track inside of the main hind 
wheels. Only those who have observed 
the effect of hauling loads with this 
spreader can at all appreciate its won- 
fully beneficial effect on the road over 
which it passes, Ruts and holes soon 
disappear, loose earth is packed firm, 
and sand and dust become a part of a 
good hard roadbed. Another _illustra- 
tion open to all is foot paths which tra- 
verse all farm neighborhoods. The 
footman travels on a good wide 
track, In proportion, a wagon should 
have a tire not less than 10 inches in 
width (front and back) to compare in 
pressure per inch with that of the foot. 
There is very little money spent on foot 
paths; generally they are kept up 
entirely without expense. But who ever 
saw a foot path that was not in good 
shape, free from mud, sand or dust noar- 
ly all the year, and all because the great 
designer knew enough to make the foot 
of wide tread, in proportion to its load, 
and tracking an impossibility. There 
is a widespread movement for good roads 
all over the country just now. Money 
will be expended in large and increas. 
ing amounts, and if properly directed, 
the benefits can hardly be overesti 











mated. But I wish that there might 
along with it more correct ideas vu! the 


effect of medium tires and tracking 
which are together responsible for more 
bad roads than most persons are aware.

To saw 
down a tree, the first cut should be on 
the side the tree is to fall, as in chop 
ring, and the second on the opposite, 
mut a little higher. If even with 
the first, when sawn through, the tree 
is apt to ‘gig back” in falling and 
crush the saw and perhaps injure the 
mon. Isaw a large tree cut in this 
manner; itslid backward about a rod, 
broke the saw, and came very near kill 
ing one of the workmon. 'The most 
dangerous part of woodchopping is cut 
ting off saplings just bont over by a 
falling ». Attho first stroke they 
usually split up and one portion fly back 
or sideways with power suflicient to 
knock a horse over or pierce him 
through. Choppers have lashed their 
axes to poles aud cut from a safe dis- 
tance, 

Another dangerous operation is to cut 
down a tree when another chopped-off 
troe leans against it, for it cannot al 
ways be told what way the two willfall; 
and then the leading tree is likely to 
drop at any momentand catch the chop: 
per asin a ‘dead ful.” In sucha ¢ 
the chopper must * keep his eve peeled 
and “look out for b: Kors. 

When a treo has fallen, the chopper’s 
first business is to look up and around 
among the standing timber in the vicin- 
ity and see if avy branches have boen 
broken off and ‘lodged loosely, which 
would be likely to drop. Many have 
been killed by not taking this precau-

Bae Ferry and Lynchburg, Va., is 
relieved by many to bo specially adapt: 
ed to the Newtown Pippin. An orchard 
planted in Delaware 42 years ago, on 
alluvial soil, the trees being set 40 feet 
apart, is still growing and productive. 
Being a rather slow grower, they have 
not yet interlocked their limbs, butthey 
will undoubtedly do so in tho not far 
distant future. The fruit from this 
orchard has never been of high grade. 
it has all the firmness and good keeping 
qualities, but Jacks tho lustre and 
reneral attractiveness of the skin which 
is so much desired in this frnit, afid 
which it has when grown ina proper 
environment. The Albemarle Pippin 
has nothing like the firmness of the 
northern family. It is more dolicate, 
will not stand a8 much abuse, nor will it 
keep or ship as well. It attains a much 
larger size than its northern kinsman, 
and when at point of perfection is 
unquestionably a superb fruit 
As betore noted, scab and insect pests 
have so interfered with this fruit in 
most sections where it was once largely 
grown, t its cultivation h been 
practically abandoned, Thr system ot 
spraying has been demonstrated to bo 
so complete a preventive of scab that, 
with the addition of poison equally as 
effective against the codlin moth, there 
seems tobe no good reason why this 
apple should not be once more largely 
grown But spraying alone will not 
make this possible, We must have 
with it scientific and thorough fertiliza 
tion. ‘This will call for plenty of potash 
as well as other plant foods, but especi- 
ally must the former bo largely used 
In vesponse to a query to Mr, W. D. 
Barns, » prominent and successful fruit 
yor of the Hudson river regions, as 
to what he thought of the propeHiaty 
of success under the conditions named, 
he writes: ‘So well are we convinced 
of tho fact that we have made arrange- 
ments to set 200 or 300 trees this

Pippin requires @ rather heavy but 
well drained soil. It should be planted 
whore there is a good circulation of air 
and plenty of sunlight. No apple needs 
or shows the beneficial results of spray- 
ing more. I find they should bo spray- 
ed with the ammonical solution ot cop- 
per hofore the leaves open, Bay early in 
April; thon with bordeaux mixture and 
paris green after tho blossoms havo 
fallon; With paris green again aftor ten 
days or two weeks; and with another 
application of bordeaux in June, and 
perhaps another in July.

ed that these are only the better class 
of the Malay race. Their ‘piratical 
proas were long the terror of those 
summer seas, Great Britain's rule has 
done much for the millions of India’s 
population. Before the English took 
hold, a man’s life in India was worth 
far less than that of a sacred cow or 
monkey, and the hideous slaughters of 
the mutiny of 1857 show that the old 
murderous! instincts of these people are 
only held in abeyance by the strong 
hand of this foreign domination. 

In seeking to extend their conquests 
to the northwest of their Indlan posses- 
sions, the English have met a race of 
mountain that have forced them 
back repeatedly. But fn the character 
of this Afghan (or Pathan of the Indian 
frontier) some of the best attributes of 4 
vigorous manhood are marred by a 
bloodthirstiness that knows no pity, and 
is qualified more often in his family 
and tribal feuds than in battle with a 
foreign foe. This man never means to 
wound, but always to kill, and makes 
sure of this by his habit of turning the 
blade of his yataghan in the body of the 
victim after thrusting. 

Lying to the north of Afghanistan are 
the Khanates of Central Asla—Khok- 
and, Bokhara and Khiva, which, with 
their surrounding deserts are embraced 
in the general designation of Turkestan. 
The dangerous fanaticism of thelr 
Mohammedan populations has been a 
deterent to the most adventuresome 
modern travellers. With hardly more 
than a single exception they strayed 
away until Russia penetrated the coun- 
try with its armies, and made it pos- 
sible, although stll hazardous, to travel 
it. 

The wild Turcoman freebooters who 
swept caspian deserts on their un- 
tiring horses, took captives only for 
slavery and ransom, and accounted for 
the defeated enemies of the khan to 
whom they may owe a temporary al- 
legiance by the heads rolled upon the 
sround before him, and for which they 
received the stipulated head money. 
The man who had disobeyed a law, or 
was obnoxious to the khan, was led, 
bound, through the streets of the city, 
and at any point that suited him the 
executioner would pull his head back 
and cut his throat, leaving the body 
where It fell for a day or more, as a re- 
minder to the passers-by of their pos- 
sible fate.

A large register directly over the fur- 
nace into the front hall utilizes an 
immense amount of heat that would 
otherwise go to waste, and by having 
a slivet-iron jacket extending from 
the top of the furnace to the floor, and 
fitting closely about the bot air pipes, 
very little dust will work through the 
register into the house. The vegetable 
and household supplies are stored inthe 
cellar under the kitchen, so as to ba 
handy for the housewife. Tha rest of 
the cellar is available for storing fruit, 
potatoes, etc., that are to be Kent a long 
timo, It is eight feetin the clear, well 
lighted, and perfectly drained, so as to 
bo dry in the wetest weather, The 
house may be so set up that the rear of 
the cellar may open level to the land- 
ing of the cellar stairs, thus doing away 
with the ugly hatchway under a snow- 
drift, The one large chimney accommo- 
dates both the furnace flue and the two 
large fireplaces. ‘The extra cost of 
these fireplaces is very slight, and, as 
long as fuel is so choap, there is no rea- 
son why the great majority of farm- 
houses should not enjoy a fireplace in 
thesitting-room. It is really a neces- 
sity for ventilation in the closely-built 
houses required by our long winter¢. 
Entering the front door, we huve a cozy 
vestibule, with convenient closet. Por- 
tieres or a door may shut off this vesti- 
bule from the hall in cold weather, tor 
the hall is well lighted from the double 
windows on the stair landing. A sliding 


doors opens into the living room. and a 
hinged door into the dining-room. Tho 
kitchen may be reached from both tho 
front and back of house without going 
through any room. The dining room 
can also be reached from both front and 
rear without going through the kit 

chen. Tho door between it and tho 
pantry swings both ways, and so does 
tho door between pantry and kitchen, 
but an ordinary door closes the pantry 
from the back hall. But few steps aro 
required to reach the pantry from either 
kitchen or dining-room and tho dreaser 
in the kitchen is handy te the sink. The 
kitchen is well lighted, and can be kept 
cool in summer, being on the north side, 
while the shed is also available as a 
summer kitchen if desired. Tubs for 
washing may be set in this shed, with 
hot and cold water at but little oxtra 
expense, anda sink is also provided in 
the shed, where the men folks may wash 
without cluttering up the kitchen. Tho 
milk room opening off the shed ts also 
convenient, and keeps the milk utensils 
out the house Th (floor 
rooms are largo and convo: My 
family believe that the bathroom is 
worth many times its cost. It is fed 
from a tank in the attic. In the absence 
of aqueduct water, a ram, force pun 

or windmill will keop this tank supplied, 
and feed the boiler of the kitchen range.

products would not pay the cost of trans 
portation froma glut of the markets, 
as there would be ademand for but a 
small proportion of them outside of the 
farms “where they are grown.. It is 
evident that these product cannot 
all be sold to advangtage without con- 
verting them into more marketable 
forms on the farm itself, and as an in- 
cident of this conversation should not 
be overlooked the further advantage of 
retaining the residuc of this process in 
the form of manure to maintain or in- 
cr the soil productiveness. If 
farm nnimals are looked upon as ma- 
chines that are needed for converting 
unsalable field crops into marketable 
products of\ greater value, and for 
which there is a Jarger demand, the 
true principles of the fooding and man- 
agement of the live stock oi the farm 
will be more readily understood. Ani- 
mal products of the best quality, that 
will command the highest prices in the 
DAEKBY, will usually be the most profit- 
ablo. 

The nutritive ratios the farmer needs 
to consider to secure profitable feeding 
depends upon the relative amount of 
the several crops he can profitably 
grow, and their apportionment to se-

VARIETIES OF STRAWBERRIES, 


Experiments at many different places 
show that there is no variety suitable 
for all sections, More seems to depend 
on the soil than on the climate. Varie 
ties suitable for light soils do not bear 
profusely on clay land, and the climate 
also influences the yield to some extent 
Beginners should keep in view the fact 
that some of the best varieties are pis- 
tillate only, while others are both stami- 
nate and pistillate. This necessitates 
the use of two varieties if the preferred 
one is pistillate, every third or fourth 
row being of some selected stamina 
(styled double-blossom) variety for f 
tilizing’the pistillate kind. Large ber- 

| ries depend on the variety, but growers 
| have learned that success is met when 
large applications of fertilizers are 
given, as much as half a ton per acre 
being considered not excessive by ex- 
sort growers, as they thereby ure 
large yields of oxtra-size berries, and

An Absurd Policy. 
If wo hada foreign market that took 
from us every year over a hundred 
million dollars’ worth of agricultural 
products, a market that preferred our 
produce above all others, what would 
our farmers think of a political party 
that should propose to drop it? They 
would think that party mentally un- 
fitted to be trusted with the public busi- 
ness of this country, and would throw the 
whole weight of their votes against it at 
poe Now it is not our good fortune to 
avo a foreign market so partial to our 
exports, but we have a home market of at 
least this magnitude. We have also a 
political party that proposes to give it up, 
The actual situation is the same, therefore, 
asin the supposed case, Our farmers 
have a $100,000,000 market which the 
Liberal party means to throw open to 
the farmers of all other countries. If we 
had a foreign market of equal capacity 
our farmers would have to pay freight and, 
more or less foreign to get our stutf into 
it, and ocean freights, according to Mr. 
Malock, are apt to be put up high on some 
The home market 
farmers something 
‘or protection, chough certainly less 
than it would/ cost them to 
Plea the same quantity cf produce in 
foreign markets, with the tariffs of the 
world as they are now. Markets are not 
to be picked up every day. ‘They are in 
fact tho great want of our time, coveted by 
all exporting nations, and jealously guard- 
od by all countries but Great Britain, ‘To 
got thom by treaty is a matter of hard 
mirygaining, in which one side always wants 
4s much as the other.

weary tramp of eleven hours through 
three feet and four feet of snow and 
some subsequent stiff ice work, between 
eight and nine the following morning. 
The top of this peak is ordinarily a 
sharp cone, from which a kuife-like 
ridge runs towards the adjacent summit 
of the Gross-Glockner, which is only a 
trifle higher, ‘Towards the north the 
Klein-Glockner falls off in one of tho 
most profound precipices to be found 
anywhere in the Alps, fora stone flung 
by giant hand from this spot would first 
touch terra firma on the Pasterzen 
glacier, 
NEARLY 400 FEET pELaW. 


To our surprise we found on getting 
to this point, instead of a sharp rocky 
joint, a broad platform of snow some 60 
t. long and from 12 to 16 ft, wide, 
Being anxious to show ourselves to the 
people of Helligenblut (a rival village 
from where several attempts liad been 
made to gain the top in winter), who, 
we knew, were on the look out for us, 
the leading guide and I, forgetting for 
tho moment the most ordinury pre- 
caution, stepped almost to the very edo 
of the platform. Sticking my bergstock 
into the snow with some force, s0 as to 
make a rest for my telescope, it almost 
slipped through my hands, and lookin, 
down through tho hole it had made, 
saw the Pasterzen Glacier straight be- 
low me, We iad been standing for 
somo seconds, or perhaps minutes, ou a 
snow cornice jutting out into space, 
which the wintry gales had drifted 
against the brink of this stupendous 
abyss, By aside view we subsequently 
obtained from the ridge connecting the 
lower with the higher peak, we saw that 
where the cornice joineit 1" rock it was 
only about three feet ‘ck, while 
where I stood it seemed i. nore than a 
third, or at most, balf that .nickuess.”

So even was the start that it was hard 
to see whether any horse had the best of 
it, but it seemed as though Mr. S. Mil- 
ler’s Gale, one of the dead heaters at 
the finish, was a shade quicker off the 
mark than anything else in the race. 
The trial was repeated in the last raco 
on the card—the Windsor Handicap— 
and resulted in an almost equally satis- 
factory manner. Walwa was a little un- 
ruly and kicked Atlas twice, but after a 
very few secands' delay Mr. Watson re- 
leased the spring and seventeen of the 
twenty horses shot away atonce. The 
three others, Arlas, the Merry Girl and 
Badoo, wero left at the post for a frac- 
tion of a second, bnt got away without 
losing many lengths.

Prepare for the Garden. 


A correspondent of the Ohio Farmer 
urges carly preparation for the sum- 
mer’s gardening. He says that little 
can be done during the next two months 
in the way of garden work, but pre- 
parations may be made to be ready 
when the times comes to plant that no 
delays will interfere with the work. It 
is a good time to study the seed cata- 
logues and make selections of seeds. 
The novelties of last year have been 
tried and if they appear in any con- 
siderable number of the catalogues it is 
fair to presume that they are of value 
and though the price may be a little 
high a package or two may prove a 
good investment, I was one of-the few 
who invested in dwarf lima beans the 
first year they were offered and I sold 
all I grew toa seedsman at 25 cents a 

uart and he would have taken more at 
the same price. It is time well spent to 
study catalogues pretty closely for most 
of them give cultural directions and in- 
formation about varieties that are 
of value in’ practical work. The 
garden tools may be put in ordor and 
made ready for instant use and the hot 
bed sashes and frames made so as to 
take advantage of the first warm days. 
The planof the garden should be de- 
cided on and will go on smoothly, If 
have found that the great difficulty in 
growing garden stuff is the large 
amount of hand work that is necessary 
when the gardens are made up as they 
usually are in a patchy manner 60 a8 
to make itimpossible to take a horse 
into them to do any of the cultivating.

It is not good economy 
to plant a garden so as to make it neces- 
Sary to do all the work by hand as ex- 
perience has taught me that when this 
is done there is always more or less 
noglect observable, and a good many 
times the indications point to an aban- 
donmeut of the whole garden to weeds. 
It this plan of planting in rows is adopt- 
ed there isa great saving of time and 
labor and more thorough cultivation is 
possible. If land is high priced and 
one has but small space to spare, such 
vegetables as onions, lettuce, beets, 
radishes, otc., may be sown in beds as 


usual on one side of the lot and cultivat- | 


ed by hand, while corn, squashes, sweet 


potatoes, early potatoes, etc.. may be | 


planted in rows. Do not be afraid to 
manure the garden heavily nor of work- 
ing it too much, as stirring the soil fro- 
quently is one of the secrets of a good 
garden.

The recent snowstorm should afford 
an object lesson in favor of shelter, and 
a consideration of the cost of sheds or 
repair of barns, will convince any far- 
mer that $100 expended in that direc- 
tion will return the outlay ina single 
winter. Where a large herd or flock is 
kept the saving of only 10 per cent. of 
the food during an entire winter will 
not only pay for all needed shelter but 
greatly increase production and im- 
prove the health of the animals. xt 
to the shelter is abundant bedding, in 
order to shut off the draught of cold air 
along the floor, Every ounce of food 
saved adds to the profit, and the warm- 
er the animals the more rapid their 
zrowth and increase of weight. 

Warmth isthe best cure for diseases, 
and itis economical to obtain it from 
shelter more than from food. Shelter is 
cheap because it serves the required 
purpose for many years, its real cost be- 
ing but a small sum if its benefit is ap- 
portioned over a long period of time. 


A Cooking-School Without a Fire 


Of course it is simple enough. There 
are half a dozen electric lights In cach 
room in the house, and this ingenious 
teacher has attached wires to the elec- 
tric main which furnishes the electric 
lights. Each set of wires thus attached 
is fastened to one of the cooking uten 
sils or to the little stand upon which it 
rests, and the pan or griller or stand 
is thus heated, just as the tiny platinum 
wire loop inside the electric burner 1s, 
Only, as the griller is much larger than 
the platinum wire, and iron or copper 
is harder to heat than platinum, the 
griller-does not get white-hot, or even 
red-hot, but just hot enough to raise 
a blister on your finger, 

Up out of the floor comes the wires 
from the electric main, and then each 
little cooking apparatus has its own 
particular set of wires, and there are 
six little knobs for connecting and 
breaking the circuit for each set, placed 
just under the top of the table. The 
cleanliness, the simplicity and the con- 
venience of the whole thing are remark-

obtain, The grade Shorthorn cows kept 
on many farms are excellent founda 
tions upon which to commence. My ex- 
rerience has been that high grade Short- 
ford bullocks, everything considered, 
are better feeders than full blood cattle. 
Tustead of killing the calves for veal, 
the males at least should be grown to 
mature be ve 

Select as a siroa bull of pure breed, 
and of any beef breed fancied by tho 
farmer and that is reasonably fine in 
the bone, but not extremely distinguish-

a progeny suited to keeping and ma- 
turing to beef ago. Let the calf be 
dropped at any convenient season. 
Castrate the malo at any time from one 
day to oné week old. fa polled blood 
has not been introduced, detiorn atany 
time and by any process that completes 
the work, The benefits derived by dis- 

ponsing with the horns are present 
from the day of its completion until the 
animal has been driven into the slaugh- 
ter pen. 

Raise the calf by hand. This keeps 
it tame and it will much sooner learn to 
take substantial food, than if running 
with the cow. Give milk fresh or after 
the cream has been removed, in such 
quantities as appears to be assimilated 
and healthtul, but avoid overfveding at 
all times. When quite young, a thrifty 
calf will begin consuming some extra 
food besides the milk that it receives. 
Encourage this desire by mixing wheat 
bran or ground oats with the milk; the 
calf is fed in small quantities at first, 
but the grain may be slowly increased 
as the age and wants of the animal re- 

uire. In summer or late spring, allow 
the calf the range of a good pasture lot 
in connection with milk and such other 
feed as will prove growthful, A good 
dark house in summer to keep away 
flies and warm clean homes in winter, 
add so much to comfort and consequent- 
ly to growth, that each demand atten- 
tien. A very good plan is to give free- 
dom of pasture at night and house dur- 
ing the day time in summer or winter 
as circumstances indicate. The grain 
ration/must, however, in the calf age, 
be cautiously managed, haying in view 
our design ot future treatment and the 
age to which we expect to carry our 
stock before we dispose of it. 

For winter feed, clover hay well cur- 
ed, has perhaps no equal. Any of our 
tame or cultivated grasses cut early or 
green will be consumed with a relish, 
and in connectien with some whole 

ain would keep up a vigorous and 
healthy growth if good quarters are 
provided and plenty of water, If an 
early market is sought, the grain ra- 
tion can be safely increased, but in 
most cases growth is better promoted 
by plenty of hay, corn fodder, or an 
other available provender that the anl- 
mal relishes, Having had no experi- 
ence with ensilage or roots, I can only 
commend them upon my judgment and 
haye no doubt that either or both, would 
be valuable and worthy of more general 
use. Ifthe animal is to be matured be- 
fore the age of two years, grain ought 
to be continually used daily after it was 
once begun and the nearer we arrive 
to market day, the more and the richor 
the teed. Mr. Taylor's views on ground 
vs. unground grain for cattle, with or 
without hogs, and the best age for mar- 
keting beef will be printed later.—Am- 
erican Agriculturist.

leaves or straw, if you have done and 
continue todo your part, It will add 
dollars’ worth of eggs, if thoy have gone 
down in price. If the pricu*kept up to 
the November and December notch, 
perhaps we would not feel ay if we could 
aford to set as many as we should. We 
do not know of a better time to do the 
spring cleaning inthe henhouses ; re 
new the straw or leaves on the floor. 
also, if of earth and soiled, whitewasl, 
renew the nests, burning the old nesting 
material; lice may not be troublesome 
just now, but they are only Waiting for 
a little warmer weather, The time to 
kill the lice, as with weeds, is before 
they come. If there are any broods of 
chicks out, keep them warm, give them 
the chance to run on the ground and 
got plenty of fresh air, but bo sure they 
can run back to the hen or brooder 
quickly and often to warm their feet. 
The feéd for the chicks can be almost 
anything, so long as but little is fed at 
a time aud often, and it is clean and 
wholesome; the water should be clean 
and pure, green stuff and gravel should 
be provided if they are not where they 
can help themselves to them; access to 
a dish of charcoal would probably save 
some cases of bowel trouble, as it is a 
good disinfectant and corrector of a foul 
or sourcrop. Warmth and cleanliness 
we place at the head of the list of es- 
Beutials. 

I presume many have attended ono or 
more shows during the past svason. 
Have you learned anything? Did you 
see any fowls you like better than your 
own? Did you sce anything to con- 
vince you that pure-breds would be 
more profitable for you to keep than 
scrubs? Did you find a faneier any- 
where who hada record of the egg pro- 
duct of his flock, pens vs. single birds? 
Did you firid anybody who knew whether 
his hens paid him a profit or made him 
aloss? Were you “stuck” on some 
particular breed or bird? Don't be in 
& hurry to get rid of what you have ; it 
pays to wait and go slowly somctimes— 
often, in fact, study all sides of the 
question before deciding on a change. 

A comfortable job for some of the cold 
stormy days is to overhaul the coops 
and see that they are ready for use,and 
repair those which are not; if you think 
you will need more, it is a good plan to 
make thei now,when times not worth 
so much to you as it will be later on. 
There is comfort ‘and satisfaction both 
in the thought that, so far as possible, 
the wants and needs of the season have 
been anticipated and that everything is 
ready and waiting for the wants and 
needs to materialize. —American Agri- 
culturist.

MECHANICAL DISHWASHER, 


Apparatus is now supplied to do this 
work, and it does it wail, An oval tank 
with a faucet about one-halt inch from 
the bottom and a hermeticatly closing 
cover is placed on a rocking base. In 
the interior there is a sliding second 
cover which is perforated with many 
holes, and which can be fastened at any 
height inside. a 

To use the apparatus both covers are 
removed, all objects to be cleansed put 
inside. then the hot water, with soda or 
ammonia added, is placed im the pot, the 
inner cover fastencd down upon the 
crockery and the outer cover closed 
The apparatus is then set rocking and 
douching now and thon the water drawn 
off from the stopcock, and new water 
added from above. When the water 
from the stopcock flows off clean, the 
work is done and the crockory need 
only be dried.

gas to bo consumed for a given ilu 
mination is exceedin, sinall as con 
pared with any ot as, the products 
of combustion are reduced to an exces 
sively low limit 

The scope and possibilities of the dis 
covery of acetylene are dwelt upon at 
considerable length by Professor Vivian 
B. Lewis, in a paper read at the last 
mecting of the British Society of Arts. 
As tho gas can ba liquefied by heavy 
pressures, cnormous quantities of the 
as may thus be compressed into small 
metal cylinders, and in this form Pro. 
fessor Lowis believes that it «will 
be of the greatest’ possible value for 
floating buoys, lantern projection, rail 
way signals, and, coming down to small- 
er things, for bicycle lamps. 
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A BOON TO SUBURBAN RESIDENTS, 


Perhaps the most valuable suggestion 
which has been made with regard to 
the utilization of this remarkable moth- 
od of making acetylene is, that ad- 
vantage should be taken of the method 
of preparation to utilize the solid car 
bide in portable lamps for dining. and 
drawing rooms in places where no gas 
supply exists. ‘To do this a strong steal 
cylinder, dinches in diameter and 16 
inches in length, is fitted with an open- 
ing in the top of ruch sizo that a pound 
cartridge or stick of the calcic carbide 
can be passing through it. With the 
it proportion of water put into the 
cylinder and by employing proper re- 
ducing valves, the gas is yencrated 
and compressed by its own pressure in 
the evlinder By this means a light of 
over 20 candle-powWer can be obtained 
fora period something like ten hours. 
When the gas is ali burned out, a new 
cylinder of the carbide can ba ingerted 
and the lightrenewed, Another method 
suggested is to place a large cylinder 
of the liquid gas in an outhouse of a 
country house and connect it in the 
usual way with the pipes in the various 
living apartments, 

The economic value of the gas be- 
comes apparent, says Professor. Lewis, 
when we compare the cost of tho” gas 
for equal illumination with the light ob- 
tained from other illuminants. The 
London gas has an illuminating power 
of 16 candles, while acetylene has an il- 
luminating value of 240 candles, and 
this, at $1.60 per 1,000, would in light- 
giving value be equivalent to London 
coal gas at less than 12 cents per 1,000, 


ASPARAGUS CULTURE. 


















































A Vegetable That Has Rut Few Compecers 
and That Should be in Every Garden. 


Asparagus has but few compeers, few 
or no superiors among garden vege- 
tables, and should be in every garden. 
It is not difficult to produce. “Once pro- 
perly established it abides for many 
years, and heralds the return of spring 
and of the restored vegetable life with 
a grace no other vegetable does. A 
number of varieties or named sorts have 
been obtained through selection and 
“sporting,” but recently, from one un- 
varying typo that had been known for 
twenty centuries or more. It was de- 








scribed as a garden retable by 
Cato several generations before 


the Christian ¢ An improved type 
came with the introduction of Conover's 
Colossal, some 30 yearsago. Since then 
names of asparagus have been multi- 
plied until the catalogues show a dozen 
or moro named sorts. Tho kind just 
named is good enough, but some grow- 
this section prefer the Palmetto, 
the Philadelphia Mammoth. One 
year or two-year-old roots can be had 
so cheaply from those who make their 
culture a specialty that there is little 
need Jor starting a plantation from the 
seeds. By the large quantity one-year: 
old roots can be purchased from $2 to 
$4 por thousand. The roots may be set 
out any time in early spring, whenever 
the soil is in. condition for being 
worked. The rows should be five 
or six feet apart and the plants set two 
or two and one-half feet apart in 
the row. At tho start a good applica- 
tion of ground raw bone shoud bo fork- 
ed in or harrowed in, and broad furrows 
sufficiently deep to receive the plants 
thrown out. The tips of the plants 
should bo three and one-half or four 
inches under the surface. At planting 
cut off any bruised or broken roots and 
use care to spread the roots out in 
every direction, throw on about an inch 
of mellow soil, spriuxle ou and about 
the roots a handful more of bone dust, 
fill in to a Jevel or nearly so, and press 
the soil firmly upon the roots, As soon 
as the shoots appear and growth sets in 
in the spring give enough cultivation 
to keep down weeds. Do not cut the 
plants at all until the second year after 
setting out. Let the tops remain in the 
fall to die a natural death, if being kill- 
ed by frose may bo called natural death, 
Later the dead tops may be removed if

half covering the pipes. 

With thirty or forty pounds 
of stenm admitted fo the pipes, ovapora~ 
tion at once commences, and the com. 
partinents are filled with foam varying 
in depth from five to ten inches. This 
will explain why the partitions must 
need be so high. Evaporation must, of 
course, proceed very rapidly under such 
favorable circumstances. With sap of 
average quality four gallons of ayrup 
per hour can be tur nod out, or four bar- 
rols of sap boiled away in the same 
timo, and this with about two-thirds of 
the fuel needed to do the same work 
with tho ordinary evaporator, 

Tho quality of syrup made by this 
process is unqualifiodly frat-class. In 
fact, itcannot well be otherwise, since 
thore is no posaibility. of burning it, 
there boing no fire within twenty foot

of the past few years with such monotonous 

effects, to the stronger, richer colorings of to- j 

day, is not so much a change in fashion as an ¥ 
improyement in taste.

If now and again he tentatively $ 
ventured in colors, the results were so awful that he * 
would shrink in herror from another such attempt. i 
Some bolder and more callous spirits made pictur- $ 
sque and kaleidoscopic effects which they urged upon ¥ 
innocent and amiable people as artistic; but that ¥ 





sunflower zstheticism did not last. It had the merit 
of garish effect or of artistic sensationalism only. It 
could not last. “Good taste, like good sense, will 
always prevail. As a sort of protest against the sun- 
flower sensationalism, the dainty period of creamy- 
white timidity came into vogue. Many decorators 
knew that oddities of form and color could not be used 
in marble halls and maidens’ boudoirs, but they 
did not have the independence to risk an open defi- 
ance of the prevalent style. They found a sort of 
refuge under “A Milk White Flag” of nonentity. 
The wall-paper manufacturers assumed the risk of 
putting colors into their papers for this season. The 
results are beautiful in the products and profitable to 
the consumer. Strong, rich colors are precisely what 
the people were waiting for; employed judiciously, 
they are precisely what they should have. This is an 
era of strong colors. It is also an era of good taste. 
It is the period of the golden mean between the 
eccentricities of the sunflower sensationalism, of 
riotous vulgarity, and the dreary daintiness of whitey 
timidity.

Mr. Ogil- 
vie'e observations will be reduced here. 
For the present, therefore, he cannot 
give much information regarding dis- 
tances, heights or grades, The country 
is generally rough, and mountains aro 
fully as precipitous as any others 
along the coast, perhaps more #o. About 
90 photographs were taken. During tle 
progress of the work the weather was 
abominable. On the ‘up trip gales pre- 
vailed, and against those it was at times 
almost impossible to stand. They whirl- 
about in blinding, confusing 
mnasses, until little was left of the river 
at all. This did not, however, exhaust 
the supply, as clouds of snow were con- 
stantly blowing down from the moun- 
tain tops. The thermometer during this 
time was from zero to 15 degrees be- 
low. While the gales prevailed, with 
the mercury at this mark, every bit of 
skin had to be carefully protected from 
the wind, or it was instantly frozvii. 
The first two days, the party bélng wi- 
prepared for such winds at this tempern- 
ture, oll were more or less froat+bitten. 
One man broke through the ice aud got 
wet to the thighs. He was hurried into 
the woods; ond though less than five 
minutes had elapsed his socks: had to 
bo cut away, The “ Taku winds” were 
succeeded by tremendous falls of snow; 
which continued without a break or in- 
terruption until Feb. 7. From that time 
till the 13th ult, the weather was beau- 
tifully clear and calm, only a gentle 
breeze disturbing the atmosphere, and 
though the thermometer was at from 20 
degrees to 80 degrees below sero none 
of the party auffered ony inconvenience.

True, 
the prices for mutton have also de- 
clined, but tho outlook for mutton is 
more hopeful than for wool in the 
immediate future, While the holders 
of fine-wool sheop must sell out on ruin- 
ously low markets, or hold on at little 
profit, if not absolute loss, until the re-

at $100,000.40 year, In addition to any as 
sistance given by the municipality the 
company wants the assurance of protection 
from the Government, in the way of a duty, 
of at least $5 per ton. 

Thero is a great deal to be considered 
about the matter before it can be submit- 
ted for the approval of the ‘peoplo in a by- 
law on which they can vote. The com- 
pany has not been a bit partial to Kings- 
ton. It has* presented its scheme else- 
whero, notably in Belleville, the Council 
of which place has made an offer that the 
members of the company are bound to dis- 
pose of before they can freely negotiate 
with the representatives of any other 
place. The company is anxious that the 
Council shall be quick in saying what it 
will do, But the company, presuming 
that it is composed of sensible business 
men, did not reach its conclusions about 
coming to Canada, and it has been influ- 
enced in its course thuswise by many con- 
siderations in which, so for, it has not let 
in very much light. The meeting in the 
Council Chamber last night was character- 
ized by much talk, by a flow of words, 
words, words, .but of words that did not 
carry much meaning with them, 

The gentlemen exhibited ground plans 
of what their prewises would be, but had 
no designs of their buildings. They could 
not promise the employment of any num- 
ber of men.

The Folger Brothers and the 
K.P.R. company will sell enough land at a 
low figure for the works, and will give be- 
Sides a bonus of $1,000. 

To-day the visitors had an interview 
with Folger Brothers and a conference 
with the Civic Committee and Executive 
Committee of the Board of Trade. 

G. B. Hamilton stated, this morning, 
that ifhe and his company decided_.to 
erect a blast furnace here work would, be 
commenced at once, The material for it 
would be shipped here inside of ninety 
days. Thore would have to be several 
conferences with the city authorities be- 
fore a basis could be arrived at. They knew 
nearly what they wanted and he believed 
the aldermen knew what would be best for 
the city. Snid the speaker: ‘We mean 
business and are anxious to close negotia- 
tions as soon as possible because we want 
to be the first in the market.” They would 
haye a furnace in working order before 
Hamilton. The Grand Trunk Railway 
Company has given them encouragement. 
Thoy will carry materials over their road 
winter and summer at such low yates the 
company will not need to use water privi 
leges.

} Some bolder and more callous spirits made pictur- 
esque and kaleidoscopic effects which they urged upon 
innocent and amiable people as artistic; but that 
» sunflower eestheticism did not last. It had the merit 
of garish effect or of artistic sensationalism only. It 
could not last. Good taste, like good sense, will 
always prevail. As a sort of protest against the sun- 
flower sensationalism, the dainty period of creamy- 
white timidity came into vogue. Many decorators 
knew that oddities of form and color could not be used 
in marble halls and maidens’ boudoirs, but they 
did not have the independence to risk an open defi- 
ance of the prevalent style. They found a sort of 
refuge under “A Milk White Flag” of nonentity. 
The wall-paper manufacturers assumed the risk of 
putting colors into their papers for this season. The 
results are beautiful in the products and profitable to 
the consumer. Strong, rich colors are precisely what 
the people were waiting for; employed judiciously, 
they are precisely what they should have. This is an 
era of stroug colors. It is also an era of good taste. 
It is the period of the golden mean between the 
eccentricities of the sunflower sensationalism, of 
riotous vulgarity, and the dreary daintiness of whitey 
timidity. It is not only philosophic to use strong 
colors, but it is artistic, wsthetic, and delightful—the 
climax of all things true, good, and beautiful.

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SHIPPING MOLASSES IN BULK. 


It Comes in the Same Tanks tn Which 
Kerosone Has Boon Carriod. 

Almost all the molasses which comes 
from Culy. to the United Srcates is 
Srouglt in the same tanks in steamship? 
that are used to carry petroleum as a 
return cargo, The ships’ tanks are 
about sixteen feet deep and have a neck 
seven feet deop! They aro pumped full 
of oil at Brooklyn or Philadelphia, then 
taken to Havana, and tho ‘oil is pumped 
out into the tanks of the retining plants 
there, Molasses is brought from the 
interior of the island in huge hogsheads, 
which are emptied into storage tanks, 

suction pump drawing about 10,000 
gallons an hour fills each ship’s tanks to 
within about two fest of the top, that 
amount of space being required for the 
expansion of the molasses, It might be 
supposed that the petroleum would have

It 
could not last. Good taste, like good sense, will 
always prevail. As a sort of protest against the sun- 
flower sensationalism, the dainty period of creamy- 
white timidity came into vogue. - Many decorators 
knew that oddities of form and color could not be used 
in marble halls and maidens’ boudoirs, but they 
did not have the independence to risk an open defi- 
ance of the prevalent style. They found a sort of 4 
refuge under “A Milk White Flag” of nonentity. 
The wall-paper manufacturers assumed the risk of 
putting colors into their papers for this season. The 
results are beautiful in the products and profitable to 
the consumer. Strong, rich colors are precisely what 
the people were waiting for; employed judiciously, 
they are precisely what they should have. This is an 
era of strong colors. It is also an era of good taste. 
It is the period of the golden mean between the

‘Trunk Railway company, whose tracks had 
to bo crossed in hauling stone for the fur 
nace foundations, The railway, whose 
traflic would be increased by the furnace 
operations, apparently preferred to retard 
rather than further the new enterprise. 
In consequence the foundations were not 
completed until the fall of 1894. Rail con- 
nection was made later with the Grand 
Trunk, and the iron work, which is under 
contract to the Philadelphia Engineering 
works, began to arrive before the close of 
the year. At the present time, the three 
stoves, which are to be 60 feet by 20 feet, 
are nearly completed, the furnace stack is 
almost finished, and the cast houre is ready 
for the roof. 

The prosecution of this furnace enter- 
prise at Hamilton is largely due to 
American energy, the president of the 
company, Wm. Foster, jr., the secretary, 
H. N. Curtis, and two of the directors, are 
New York men, while J. J. Morehouse, 
the treasurer and general manager, and his 
brother, James Morehouse, who is super- 
vising the building of the furnace, are both 
well known in connection with the man- 
agement of charcoal blast furnaces in New 
England and in New York state. Robert 
Jatiray, a Toronto banker and newspaper 
proprietor, and five prominent Hamilton 
gentlemen are also cn the directorate of 
the company. 

The city of Hamilton is aiding the 
enterprise to the extent of providing the 
site (which comprizes 170 acres valued at 
$35,000), free of charge and granting a

It is just out- 
side of the southeast limits of the city of 
Hamilton, and close to the harbor, while 
the track of the Grand Tunk railway is but 
half a mile away, connection with which 
has already been made. Hence, when the 
furnace docks are completed, ore and fuel 
can be dumped close to the stack from 
ships or from cars, and the pig iron can be 
shipped to the chief consum points by 
an all water or an all rail route. About 60 
acres of the 170 acre tract given by the 
city is solid ground with no obstacles to 
furnace operations; the remainder is 
swampy and can be filled in as needed, 

The milton furnace will haye several 
advante over all prospective competi-

in marble halls and maidens’ boudoirs, but they 
: did not have the independence to risk an open defi- 
4 ance of the prevalent style. They found a sort of 
: refuge under “A Milk White Flag” of nonentity. 
y The wall-paper manufacturers assumed the risk of 
: putting colors into their papers for this season. The 
results are beautiful in the products and profitable to 
4 the consumer. Strong, rich colors are precisely what 
! the people were waiting for; employed judiciously, 
they are precisely what they should have. This is an 
era of strong colors. It is also an era of good taste. 
It is the period of the golden mean between the 
( eccentricities of the sunflower sensationalism, of 
riotous vulgarity, and the dreary daintiness of whitey 
timidity. It is not only philosophic to use strong 
colors, but it is artistic, esthetic, and delightful—the 
: climax of all things true, good, and beantiful.

IN A MINE. 


Disastrous Explosion in a Wyoming Mine 
Thirty Bight Missing 


Salt Lake City, March 21.—The explo- 
sion at Rocky Mountain coal mine No. 
5, situated at Red Canyon, Wyo., is be- 
lieved to have killed SO men, who aro 
imprisoned in the mine, in addition to 

who were in the power house above 
Ground or near the shaft openings. The 
slopes and entrances to the lower work- 
ings are all blocked by wreckage, and 
it is thought at least throe days will 
be required for rescuing parties to reach 
the bodirs. 

The horror occurred at 6,45 yesterday 
afternoon at No. 5 Central Pacific mine, 
Red Canyon, five miles north of Evans- 
ton. The explosion in the mine shocked 
the whole country around, wrecked tho 
power plant, a fan house and several 
other buildings, entailing heavy loss, but 
the death-roll far overshadows other 
considerations, 

Edwin Cox, the outside carpenter; 
James Bruce, outside boss; Jamex W. 

William Sellers, jr., and James 
Gerally, an Austrian, were killed in the 
power house, while O. Maltby, foreman; 
Jerry Crawford and Andrew Mason were 
injured and died soon afterwards, the 
Ingt three being about the power house 
at the time of the explosion. 

A great throng of people gathered 
around the mine, anxiously enquiring re- 
garding friends known to be in the mine. 
Hope of any of them being alive is gone. 
No one after seeing the ghastly spectacle 
presented by the two bodies brought out 
of the slope could have any hopes of 
apyone in the mine being alive. 

It is now thought that 62 men perished 
in the disaster. Fifty-one of them were 
married men, with large familit About 
80 of the men killed belonged to tho 
A.O.U.W,, and were insured for $2000 
each, 

The work of recovering the bodies goes 
steadily on, night and day, rushed for- 
ward by volunteer squads of miners and 
eit The work is uttended with 
grave peril, and the first group of 
miners which ventured to brave tho 
dangers of gas, fire damp and ecrumb- 
ling walla were overcome and had to be 
rescued by others. The terrific force of 
the explosion in finding vent ot the 
mouth of the slope blew the heavily- 
timbered shed over the mouth of th» 
slope nnd over the passageway leading 
out to the tipple, clearing into space 
mowing down the tops of the pov 
house, tipple shed and other buildings 
at the mouth of the el more offectu- 
ally than chain shot could have done, 

The explosion blew out or loosened all 
the timbering and supports, and cracked 
ond shattered the walls and roof so that 
the work of recovering the dead iw dif- 
ficult, It is thought the 38 men who 
have not n found were gathered on 
the seventh level to await the coming 
of the last man trip of the day, which 
was to take them to the surface,

Hothouse for Starting Scedlings 


For the construction of a small hot 
house for use on a farm, be it large or 
small, and one easily made by any 
farmer handy with tools, set a row of 
posts 4 ft high.

Disease and Watereres 


Attention has been drawn by the 
health official of Lambeth, England, to 
the connection between watercress and 
typhoid fever, diphtheria, and some 
other aflments, the fact having first 
been observed in several cases of ty- 
phoild which had there occurred after 
the victims had eaten some watercress, 
It was found, on tracing the matter, 
that the watercress beds occupied a 
superficial area of 20,000 to 25,000 square 
yards in extent, and through the length 
and breadth of the farm, which js ter- 
raced and sub-divided into sectional 
beds, a gentle current is maintained 
through the steady inpour of a stream 
presenting the appearance of haying 
traversed the peatty soil; the stream 
enters the beds lying © t the highest level 
and finally empties itself into a wayside 
stream. A sample of water was taken 
from the stream, at the upper beds, 
where the follage was thickest and the 
growth most luxuriant, and, upon an- 
alysis, the fluid showed all the chemi- 
cal characteristics of liquid sewage, 
containing innumerable colonies of mi- 
crococe! and bacteria.

A Good Kxerolse Properly 


The use of the bicycle means of 
exorcise ranks, in my fore 
most amoug the beneficial forms of ex 
ercise that may be taken, says a writer 
in The International Journal of Surgery. 
It ranks equally with horseback riding, 
rowing, swimming, and superior to 
1| walking; besides this it is a means of 

rapid transportation and forces the rider 

into the open air. Itisan activo oxer 
1] cise that can be proportioned to the 
weakest and the strongest He who de 
| sires vigorous exercise can obtain it >

| antly god, The exerowe is_ fairly 
distribute over the body, affecting 
| principally the legs, the arms, and 
ondarily tnose great systems, tho 
diac, glandular and nervous. 
Aftor a oareful study I believe tho fol- 
lowing to bo its effect in health ; Under 
| moderate, sensible use the perspiration 
| is not increased, and the blood by these 
means and the alternate contractions of 
the muscles receives a larger proportion 
of oxygen and is more evenly distributed 
over the body, preventing congestions 
The effote materials in the tissues are 
rapidly removed, and oxidation, which 
| is essential to health, is more rapidly 
performed, Upon the stomach and the 
intestines these is a secondary but notic 
able effect, viz.: increased digestive 
ower with increased capacity for food. 
This in its turn enriches the blood. The 
increased circulation of the blood above 
mentioned gives additional material out 
of which to manufacture gastric juice, 
Upon the liver its effect is not so notic- 
able, though the writer is inclined to

believe it is similar to that of the stom- 
ach, viz.: increased functional power. 

Upon the muscular system it has di- 
recteffect, increasing their size, their 
hardness and power, Seoondarily it 
trains the great spinal centers to perform 
complex moyements and acts asa bal- 
ance to over spinal action, gives in- 
creased co-ordination with lessened ox- 
penditure of nervous force, Tho acts be- 
come automatic. Its effect upon tho 
brain is of great benefit. Itdovelops the 
motor area of the brain and in it permits 
of a combination of intricate muscular 
acts. Again, take a man who has exor- 
cisod his intellectual faculties to the ut- 
most; has, as @ ‘consquence, increased 
circulation in the intellectual area of his 
brain. 

By means of his muscular improve- 
ments and by bringing into play 
the muscular and emotive centers of 
his brain he changes the force and di- 
rection of the cerebral blood current, 
relieving and resting the hard-worked 
intellectual centers. And, lastly, it 
gives that elasticity and carriage, 
that solidity of gait, whioh bespeak the 
healthy individual, while his expression, 
animal spirits and rosy complexion are 
in very great contrast to the uncertain 
movements, sickly smile, pale, pasty, 
greasy-looking skin of the recluse and 
overworked man. 

There is one thing against whic I 
wish to take an unquestioned and de- 
cided stand—that is, the incorrect posi- 
tion assumed by many riders. This 
position is the resultant of a compressed 
vanity, or lack of knowledge, and has 
caused much unfavorable comment to 
be bestowed upon this silent steed, 

The correct position is that of a modi- 
fled position of the soldier—a position of 
command, grace and perfect muscular 
control. The rider should have his 
handle bars so adjusted that when he 
sits perfectly erect the palm of the hand 
rests upon the bar without tension upon 
the arm muscles, The arms iat be 
comfortably extended, and the trunk as 
lar as possible held erect without bein, 
stiff, The legs can then be extende 
with comfort, and without interference 
with the return circulation from the 
lower limbs, If one will stand perfectly 
erect, the arma closo to the body, and 
the forearm flexed at right angles, and 
the lower limbs separated about eight 
inches at the heels, he will understand 
thoroughly whatI mean by a modified 
position of the soldier, 

Handliog Grain by Air Prossure. 


A novel machine has beon devised for 
the discharge of cargoes of grain in bulk, 
tho principle applied being the removal 
of the grain by the creation of a strong 
current of air, This machine, as describ- 
ed, is erected on the barge, which is 
placed alongside the ship or craft em- 
ployed on the occasion, and to the ma- 
chine is attached one end of each of six 
56-inch flexible pipes, the other end of 
each of which is carried into the hold of 
the vessel and immersed a few inches in 
the grain, Theengine is then started 
and the grain immediately flows at the 
rate of 100 tons an hour through the 
pipes into receivers, whence it falls by 
gravity into weighing machines, and 
then again by gravity into the craft by 
which it is to be conveyed to its destina- 
tion, A machine of this kind, having a 
capacity of 100 tons per hour, has for 
some time past been in successful opera- 
tion at one of the London docks; the sx 
pipes are worked together, but, when 
necessary, more or less of them can be 
shut off, the rate of discharge thus being 
reduced, though not in proportion to the 
number of pipes detached; with one pipe 
only in use the power exercised carries 
thirty-eight tons an hour through it, 





A Country With Ono Cannon, 


The rulers of the miniature republio of 
Andorra decided recently that the coun: 
try should possess a cannon. Krupp 
was ordered to manufacture one of 
modern type, The great gun arrived at 
its monntain destination a short time 
} ago, and was placed on the highest point 
ithe “country.” A day was appointed 
to try the cannon, which was able to 
sond a ball eighteon kilomoters. Just as 
the two artillerymen of Andorra were 
ready to fire, it occurred to one of the 
citizens that the shot might cause some 
trouble, ‘The territory of the republic of 
Andorra does not extend over more than 
six kilometers, To direct the shot, 
therefure, toward the surroundiog moun. 
tains would be the same as firing at 
France or Italy, aa the ball would neces- 
sarily fall on the territory of one of these 
countries, It was then decided to shoot 
the ball in the air, but someone suggest- 
od that it would endanger the lives of 
too many people in its descent, and pos- 
| sibly bore a hole in the republic of An 
dorra. Good counsel prevailed, and the 
two artillerymon were commauded to 
unload the gun.

About the House. 


In buying towela the housewife will 
remember that large towels are con- 
sidered to be the most economical pur-

A box or drawer in which are placed 
knives, forks and spoons is to be avoid- 
ed, as the constant turning wears the 
most prominent parts very quickly. 

Silverware shoulda never be rok in the 
bottom of a dish pan and allowed to 
grind around till the white dishes are 
washed. The pieces lose their plating 
and beauty very soon. Wiping them by 
handfuls is not a good plan for the same 
reason, 

At the linon counters nowadays aro 
sold scrub cloths of sleazily-woven hemp 
and cotton, which sell for about $1 a 
dozen, Another useful cotton cloth that 
can be bought is the so-called chamois 
dust cloth, which is a firm close-woven 
yellow cotton flannel, that looks like its 
namesake, and excels it as a remover of 
dust, 

It 18 a good plan when cooking,to keep 
a pan of water handy.and wash up pans, 
cups. spoons and everything that one 
gels through using while preparing a 
meal; they are much more easily clean- 
ed if washed up at once than if allowed 
todry, andsave agreat deal of timo 
after the meal is over, 

Tho best thing, perhaps, in which to 
keep silverware is a canton flannel or 
green baize bag or case.

GREAT ENGINEERING SCHEME. 


A Canal Project Which Outranks Suez 
and Manchoster. 

The canal that is to unite the North 
Sea with the Baltic—a work conceived 
and begun by Bismarck—is said to oxcel, 
from an ongineering view, the Suoz, 
Corinth and Manchester Cunals, says the 
Marino Record, while its commercial and 
strategic importance fairly entitles it to 
rank as ‘‘the Suez Canal of Europe.” The 
canal will extend from Holtenau, on the 
Kieler Fjord, to Brunsbuttel, on the River 
Elbe, a distance of 60 miles. At Grun- 
thal, the watershed between tho Elbe 
and Eider is passed and over the gigantic 
cutting, at a height of 180 feet above the 
water surface, has been builta railway 
bridge with a span of 470 feet, At nor- 
mal water level the canal will be nine 
fathoms deep, and it will have a width 
of 22 yards on the bottom, and of 80 
east on the surfaco at lowest tide, 

t will be free from locks and sluices 
along its entire course, but at each end 
a double gato will guard eiaioae danger- 
ous tides, The work will bo completed 
ina few months, the construction time 
to be seven years, and the cost will be 
about $40,000,000. 


Swordfish Exploits, 


The Liverpool Mercury gave a report 
from Captain Harwood, of the  brigan- 
tine Fortunate, from Rio Grande, to the 
effect that the vessel, while at soa, was 
struck and shaken by a swordfish, Aft 
discharging the cargo at Liverpool the 
hull examined and the sword of the 
fish found, broken off evon with the 
outside planking.

It also means 
more coal and more stoking, but 
not near so much in proportion 
tothe gam in steam, This is because 
furnaces have also been improved, but 
the work of feeding their angry throats 
is hard enough oo hard, indeed, that 
steamship owners have found that it 
pays to look after the comfort of the 
stokers as well as others of the crew, 
and hence stoke-holds are beginning to

The Earl of Shaftesbury, during all 
his parliamentary life, was the constant 
advocate of the holy Sabbath, Great as 
were his political aud ancestral honors,

wrote as follows: ‘The recent Sabbath 
report tends to confirm the encoursging 
opinion that in every mensure of real 
reform, when it is once fairly uoder- 
taken, the strength of the community 
will go with it, Whatever is attempt 
ed in the fear of God, and in the love 
of our fellow creatures will have tho 
heart of man with it.” In defence of 
the Sabbath he was over the

Low Tariff Tried—The Besatt. 


In 1816 Congress under tho influence 
| of strong agitation lowered the duties 
materially. Other countries embraced 
the opportunity to immediately get a 
hold on the American market. 
factures were sent from abroad at ruin- 
ous prices with the avowed object of 
destroying the American iudustries, 
and in 1816 even in the Parliament of 
England, it was publicly declared by 
Lord Brougham as follows : 
| “It is well worth while to incur the 
loss on the first exportation In order, by 
tho glut to stifle in the cradle those in- 
fant manufactures in the United States 
which have been forced into existence.” 
| As might be expected, the other 
manufacturing countries took the same 
steps, andin consequence the market 
was flooded. Then great depression in 
all branches of trade was felt: bank- 
ruptcy became general and financial 
ruin was everywhere present. 

Speaking of this period Benton de- 
clares: “No price for property; no 
sales except those of the Sheriff and the

A Defensive Tariff Adopted Again. 


Saddened by the experience just re- 
ferred to, the American people in 1824 
adopted once more a policy of high pro- 
tective duties. 

The results of this policy were quickly 
seen. Manufacture increased, the peo- 
ple were employed, and general pros- 

perity prevailed 

In 18383, however, by a number of al- 

liances, an Anti-Protection party Con- 
gress was clected aud once more an 
approach to free trade was tried with 
| the same results as above. 
In 1842 a strong protection Congress 
was electéd, At that time the country 
was simply exhausted by reason of the 
dostruction of her industries and the 
non-employment of her people, aud the 
victory of the American Protection 
party was a sweeping one. The result 
of their legislation was a high tariff 
again when confidence was restor- 
: customs receipts increased the first 
year 75 peor cont.; labor everywhere 
was in demand; the domestic market 
grow with rapidity ; the produce of the 
farm was in demand in the homes of 
the tollers and every business interest 
prospered. 
| After this, once again tho freo trade 
fad was adopted in the United States 
with the same result, but in 1861 the 
people of the whole country had become 
tired of sacrificing American interests 
to foreign interests and they roso with 
freat strongth and demanded a policy 
of protection to American industries. 
That policy continued undisturbed 
through 81 years of tho history of the 
United States, no attempt being made 
to change the tariff duties in the direc- 
tion of free trado for all this space of 
In that 81 years of undisturbed 
protection the United States have mado 
industrial and commercial pro- 
over, than in all the othor 
years of their history combined

HEAR THE ANTS TALKING, 


Sin Ingenious Method of Listening to Their 
Conversation. 

That ants are capable of producing 
sounds intelligible to their fellows and 
oven audible to our cars seems to be 
proved by the experiments of Jold 
‘“ubbock, Landois, Robort Wroughton, 
ot Bombay, C, Janet, Forel, E. Wars 
mann and others. Italsose.ns to ba 
actermined that tho sounds are produc- 
ed by the rubbing together of superfici 
ul portions of the body A simple yot 
ingenious contrivance is described for 
enabling an observer to hear and study 
these sounds. A glass funnel is sect, 
small end down, in the middle of a 
square of window glass of five or six 
inches wide, fitting closely cnough to pre 
vont tho insects crawling out under it. A 
bunch of ants about large as a 
chestnut and free from any foreign sub- 
stance is droppod through the tun- 
nel, and that is lifted up atonce. While 
the antsaro still confused, and before 
any of them can reach the odge of the 

lass, it is coverod with another square 
ike it, which has been surrounded, a 
short distance from the edge, by a pad 
of putty. This confines the ants and 
preventa thoir beiug crusned. ‘The two 
plates of glass are pressed together to 
within about the thickness of an ant’s 
body, but closer on one side than on the 
other, so as to hold some tightand leave 
othors fro to take such positions as 
please them, On applying this box of 
ants to the car as one would a watch, a 
regular buzzing may bo heard like that 
of boiling water in au open vessel, and 
with it some very clear stridulations. 
The ants may be kept alive several 
hours and even days in this prison if it 
is not air-tight: and whenever the ants 
are oxcited the stridulations may bo 
heard very numerous and intense. The 
stridulations are supposed to be pro 
duced by rubbing the rough scaly sur 
face of the chitinous covering, which is 
described as looking, when seen in one

“In the first place I should recom- 
mend all principals to cease smoking 
themsolves, It is just as well for them | 
to have the beam out of theirown eyes 
before they seek the mote in others, 
The principals can do far more by ex- 
ample than they can by preaching. Noy 
boy will bo much impressed by a lecture | 
upon the evils of smoking if he sees his | 
principal walking down the street with | 
a huge cigar between his lips, In tho | 
absence of other measures 1 should say 
that principals and teachers should every 
now and then give the boys u con- 
fidential talk, explaining to them what 
evil resulta will be sure to follow upon 
the heels of smoking. Boys are very |

Talking Canary Birds. 

The story of the talking canary, whioh 
a few weeks ago attracted much atten- 
tion in Liverpool, has brought out other 
instances of an acquired potver of speech 
in the same bird. In the organ of the 
Selborne Society, where the story 
originally appeared, there are some 
further cases given, and probably many 
more may be forthcoming. Attention 
bas been directed to an account ofa 
talking canary at Norwood which was 
published in a natural history magazine 
for 1858, It began by repeating a word 
which its mistress had often used to it— 
“Kissie, kissio"”—aud by following the 
word up by an imitation of the sound of 
a kiss, Its mistress had been in tho 
habit of kissing the bird and talking to 
itus if it were a child, After a time the 
bird repeated other words, until it has

Again, in 1863, a talking canary was 
hoard and seen at a cottage near Bath. 
Visitors crowded to the spot to hear and 
seo it, Its vocabulary consisted of such 
phrases as are generally taught to par- 
rots. A caso is ulso recorded of a speak- 
ing canary having been exhibite in 
Regent street about twenty years ago, 
The oxplanation givon is that the bird is 
gifted with uausual powers of imitation, 
and will pick up airs freely which it is in 
the habit of frequently hearing. Left to 
itself, it quickly imitates tio notes of 
other birds, and in Germany and the 
Tyrol canaries are usually placed for 
this purpose beside the nightingale. In 
our country they are often taught to

Ono 
pint of water can be brought from 60 de- 
grees F. to the boling point at the cost 
of two 16-candle power lamps for one 
hour ; or, by the use.of the equivalent 
of five lamps it can be made to boll it 
twelve minutes ; or, by the use of the 
equivalent of 16% lamps, tt can be made 
to boil in 3.7 minutes. Four or five cut- 
lets fried, including the time 
required for heating the pan, by employ- 
ing the equivalent of five lamps for 12 
minutes, For the electric oven, one 
authority states that the equivalent of 
18 lamps will heat it from 63 degrees F.

ATHLETIC MONGOLS. 


They Are Not the Miserable Weakl 
That Popular Impression Makes 
Them—Tough and strong. 


One of the surprises encountered by 
the traveller when he is first cast among 
the Mongolians is thelr physical deyel- 
opment, Americans are wont to judge 
thelr bodily structure by the specimens 
In the laundry shops of Sam Lee or Wi 
Pung; and the loose clothing of the 
Chinaman conceals his brawny arms 
and legs when he has them. Seeing 
Thibetians In the Himalayas—stocky, 
chunks of men with mn abnormal mus- 
cular development—had not brushed 
away my idea that the Chinaman was 
rather a slim, unmuscular Oriental, 
something like the willowy Hindu ; but 
when I landed in Singapore and firat 
saw numbers of coolles stripped to their 
work, I was thunderstruck at their mas- 
sive proportions. The Chinese are com- 
monly said to be a deceased race, a peo- 
ple permeated with blood poisons ; but 
one does not see it in the average speci- 
men, and one does see at every corner 
men with limbs and torsos like a San- 
dow, men who would be marked down 
for football players in any American 
college. Not but what disease is always 
an accompaniment of so crow a pop- 
ulation; not that its manifestations 
fail to impress you; but the China- 
man, far from being a taper-fingered 
mortal, is a tough, sturdy, fine fellow, 
with thews and sinews like an athlete 
and plenty of ambition and courage— 
within his racial lines, Nor have I 
found any exception to the rule, The 
Mongol, from the borders of India, 
where, going east, you first strike his 
homely coarseness, to the confines of 
Japan, where you say good-by to his 
lovely cherry blossoms and his smiling 
bows, is everywhere, in physique, the 
Same strong. enduring man, The China- 
man Is filthy in mind, body and ate; 
the Japanese {s equally clean, but in 
mere physical quality they are very 
much alike, That the Mongol’s nervous 
structure is less fine than Aryan's is 
evidenced by the fact that the average 
Chinaman will endure unblenched the 
pain of a surgical operation which would 
seriously compromise the reactionary 
power of most white men, and this, 
ff anything, adds to his value as a mere 
human animsl.—Forum.

One of the last acts of the late Republic- 
an Administration was the passing of the 
following law, which President Harrison 
signed just three days before he was suc- 
ceeded by President Cleveland ;— 

“That, from and after July 1, 1893, no 
pension shall be paid to a non-resident, 
who is not a citizen of the United States, 
except for actual disabilities incurred in the 
service.” 

President Cleveland and the Democratic 
Commissioner of Pensions haye ever since 
been urging the repeal of the act. They 
held that it ** caused great trouble and an- 
noyance to the excepted classes, who con- 
Stitute the great bulk of non-resident 
pensioners, in compelling them to make 
proof that they belong to these excepted 
classes. And the final result is that pay- 
ments under it are all withhe’d from but 
few, save widows and dependent mothers, 
who have little else for their maintenance. 
The saving is too little to offset the suffer- 
ing inflicted in individual If all 
non-residents were refused payments of 
pension some plausible argument might be

Finding of the Jury in the Inquest on 
Mra, Swallow.

The question, itis true, has been 
relegated to those to whom it primarily be 
longs. But this does not coerce Manitoba. 
It merely conveys to it the judgmont of the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
Ifanyone thinks the Government could have 
refused to do so, let them read this declara 
tion, which accompanies the report of the 
Privy Council: ‘And her Majesty, at court 
at Osborne house, in the Isle of Wight, on 
the 2nd day of February, 1895, after taking

The bill will stand in the same relation 
to electric roads that the Railway Act 
does to steam roads, and tho provisions 
of the bill are based mainly upon that 
act. Hore are some of the main provi- 
sions ; 

Directors canuot, directly or indirectly, 
be interested in any contract for con- 
struction, 

Plant and material must be paid for in 
cash, not in stock paid-up, nor in bonds, 
at such prices ns the directors see fit. 

Stock must be sold at par for cash at 
the first or original issuo, Subsequent 
issues must be sold by tender to the 
highest bidders, with suitable provision 
for keeping out parties hostile to the 
undertaking. 

All contracts for construction, for 
leasing rolling stock, or electric power, 
must be at reasonable prices and subject 
to the vote of two-thirds in value of the 
éhareholders. 

Dividends are limited to eight per cent. 
on the moner actually invested in capi- 
tal stock, 

Powers of expropriation are limited to 
such cases as may be approved by reso- 
lution of the municipal council, certified 
to by County Judge, 

On all electric roads extending moro 
than one mile beyond the limite of any 
city, town or incorporated village, Sun- 
day service is forbidden. 

_ Municipal councils, at the instance of 
interested parties, may bring action to

dashers similar to thoso in the trying 
rooms, Tho temperature is carefully 
raised to 185 degrees to molt the oil 
thoroughly, and then it is conveyed in 
large tin-lined vats where it is stored 
and chilled, It is then passed through 
a bath of brine, where it is washed and 
dvodorized, aud when it comes back it 
looks a good deal like light brown sugar, 
and has a distinctly buttery triste. It 
is packed in tin-lined trays about six 
feet long by three wide, aud placed in 
a cool store-room until it is noeded for 
use. Everything about this store room 
must be kept free from dirt, for the 
reason that tho oil, like butter, is so 
sensitive thatit readily takes up foul 
odors, A single drop of kerosene in the 
room might taint and ruin a wholw sup- 
ply of oil 

Into the store-room ‘‘noutral," as it is 
called, or the purest leaf lard, which has 





fone through the process of deodorizing 
in brine, is brought and stored. As 
these two parts of the oleomargarine, 
both of which are 7 tically without 
taste, are needed they are trundled out 
in trucks, and two workmen with their 
slueves rolled up shovel them in equal 
parts into the flaring tin funnel of a 
chute which leads to the creamery 
below. 5 

On reaching tha next floor the mass 
falls into a big vat or churn heated to 
180 degrees and is rapidly stirred by 
two men with wooden paddies until the 
lumps all disappear. To assistin this 





cea e small sieves aro also used. 
When the mass has been rendered ho- 
mogeneous a certain amountof genuine 
butter and buttermilk sometimes to the 
amount of twenty per cent. of the whole, 
is put in, together with a_ little butter- 
color of the same kind that is used in 
ordinary creamerios, and the stiering 
goes forward again, Tho genuine but- 
ter used is churned ina revolving churn 
exactly the same way as ina creamery. 
The cheaper grades of butterine do not 
contain as much butter and they are 
usually churned by machinery insteal 
of by hand, 

When the oleomargarine comes from 
the churn it has very much the appe 
ance of butter, It is dumped ona 
cular table anda long conical butter- 
worker operated by machinery squeezes 
out the buttermilk and works in the 
necessary amount of salt. A manin 
acieau white jacket helps along the 
process with a wooden paddle. When 
the butterinc has been sufficiently 
worked and loaded into one of tho tin- 
lined trucks it looks like real butter, 
tastes like real butter and no ons but 
an expert can tell it from real butter. 
The creamery has a capacity of 2),000 
pounds in twenty four how nd 100 men 
and 10 women are required to do the 
work, 

After standing one day in a clean, 
cool, storage room and then being ro- 
workea, the oleomargariue is taken 
downstairs to the packing rooms. Here 
white jacketed men and girls stand at 
tables with mountainous heaps of the 
moist yellow butterine in front of them. 
With a deft movement, the man scoops 
up a handful and plasters it into a 
mould holding ono pound, Then he 
drops it out before a girl, who wraps it 
up ina piece of pare nt paper, and 
it is then parked away in boxes, In 
this departinent the greatest care is 
taken to have everything sweet and 
clean. The floor and all the tables are 
scrubbed at least once a day. 

All boxes and firkins have to be 
marked and stamped with great care. 
For Uncle Sam is very particular about 
butterine, and when a manufacturer 
wishes to make it he has to pay a li 
cense fee of $600 a year, and then if he 
wishes to sell it at wholesale is compel- 
led to pay $480 more. Retailers are 
charged $48 yearly, and there is a fur- 
ther tax of 2cents a pound on all the 
product manutactured. Each package 
must bear the factory number and 
the name “oleomargarine’ in plain

Secure them—Anothor Fnterprise in 
Prospect. 


The Kingston News says in its issue of

There is a fair chance that the Dominion 
Steel Company will establish itself in this 
city after all. Mayor Wright has been in 
communication with the members of the 
Company for three or fonr days past, and 
has received a telegram from them which 
gives good ground forthe belief that the 
terms proposed by Ald. Gaskin and Mec 
Kelvey will be spted. The Mayor is 
waiting for a lette white h he expects will 
arrive to-day, Ifit does a mecting of the 
speolal committee will be called for this 
afternoon to deal with the proposals of the 
iron men, 

If the Company should decide to accept 
the terms oflered and settle here, four 
distinct industries will be crected, namely, 
4 blast-furnace or smelter, the machinery 
of which is guaranteed to’ be of the most 
modern design, a steel plant, a billet and 
arolling mill, equipped with the latest im- 
provements in machinery. The contract 
price of the whole is ant to be not 
sess than $600,009, 

The Company, it is understood, has in- 
vited the city to send an expert to inspect 
the plant in operation on the other side of 
the tine before the bargain is made binding. 

Mr, A. Chadwick said to-day that the 
matter would be settled within 48 hours. 
The Company had wired a general accept- 
ance of the city's proposals and only de- 
tails were yet to be arranged, 

The industries, if established here, would 
employ from 300 to 500 men.

To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER. 

Sm,—As the season for tree planting will 
soon be here I would like to offer a few re- 
marks on that subject. 

Tree planting in & itiful Belleville has 
been done very extensively, but in many 
cases not too well. Along the streets where 
new avenues are to be planted the work 
should be superintended by the Street Su: 
yeyor, as the old system of allowing every- 





















one to plant opposite his own lot has had 
the effect in too many cases of far too close 
planting. which makes not fine trees, but

ways plant maples? There are other trees 
far more ¢ Of course the maple is 
a handsome tr but we have too many of 
them, If all the beautiful residences on 
Bridge street were alike, the eye would tire 
looking at them; and so with the trees. 
It is time lovely Relleville should get out of 
the old rut in tree planting. Why not 
plant elm or limes (basswood) or chestnuts, 
or the lovely weeping birch. And why not 
pane some of the catalpa, with its glorious 
caves andimmense trusses of lilac and pink 
flowers? In general trees are ‘planted too 
large. They are unsightly and more apt to 
die than smaller trees, and trees if got from 
a nurseryman with poor roots should just 
be returned. A great many nursery men 
send out trees of all sorts lifted carelessly, 
the roots mutilated and more likely to die 
than to live. It is poor satisfaction to have 
to plant year after year in the same spot.

(Montreal Star, March 25.) 

Prof. Robertson passed through Mont- 
real to-day on his return journey from the 
Maritime Provinces. He attended conven- 
tions at central places in New Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island. 
The prospects are good for a large exten- 
sion of dairying there during the summer, 
About thirty new factories are being put 
up and will be in operation after Juno 1. 
‘The snowstorms were very bad during the 
past fortnight. ‘The Island railways were 
blocked several days, and Mr. Robertson 
droye over one hundred miles through 
what were called impassable roads to meet 
his engagements. ‘The SS. Stanley was 
stuck out in the ice between Georgetown 
and Pictou and the return was made by the 
ice boats between the capes, where the 
crossings have been good during the winter, 

When asked as to the shipments of 
butter to the Old Country, the Professor 
replied ; ‘*The shipment of butter under 
the'Government auspices is mecting with 
excellent success in Great Brit This 
week's shipments will number over three 
packages in nineteen different lots. Re- 
ports to hand from merchants in Manches- 
ter show that our butter is meeting with 
an excellent reception there. The fear 
was cxpressed by some of the Montreal 
butter merchants that winter-made cream- 
ery butter from Canada would not campare 
favorably with the fresh made butter from 
Australia and New Zeland. The facts 
quite justify the statement mado by the 
Dairy Commissioner, that the Canadian 
buttér when known, would more than hold 
itsown, Tho following are extracts from

A Kallway Curlosity. 


Work is about to begin on a railroad 
in Florida which is a curiosity of its 
kind. Some time ago the citizens of 
Avon Park and Haines City, Fla., be- 
lieved thata transportation route con- 
necting them would be of great advan- 
tage, The country is sandy and nearly 
level. A company was formed, but the 
people lacked in capital what they made 
up in enterprise. It has been decided, 
so The Manufacturers’ Record is in- 
formed, to build the road with wood 
rails, which are large enough to be Jaid 
so that they will be half imbedded in 
the sand, without other ballast. They 
are to be held in position by wooden 
pins, two inches iu diameter and eigh- 
teen inches long, while the ends are 
connected by plank couplers, placed 
underneath and held by pins. Nota 
pound of metal will be used in construc- 
tion of the track, although the line will 
be forty miles long. Most of the ‘rails’ 
will be furnished gratis by property 
owners along tho right of way. The 
company believes that in a few years 
the fruit, vegetable and passenger busi- 
noss over the route will pay for regular 
stcol rails, when the others will be used 
for ties. A small steam dummy will 
furnish power for the Avon Park and 
Haines City road.

ROWING. 

OL the fifty-one races rowed so far between 
the Oxford and Cambridge University 
eights, Oxford has twenty-eight victories to 
her credit, while the light Blues can only 
claim twenty-two. The odd event took 
place in 1£77, and resulted in a dead heat, 
although it was a virtual victory for Ox- 
ford, the bow oar of the dark blues having 
broken an oar at the most critical stage of 
the race. Even then his seven club mates 
managed to keep the craft going long 
enough to break even. The first Oxford 
and Cambridge race took place in 1829 from 
Hambledon lock to Henley bridge. The 
rivals met for the second time in 186 overa 
course between Westminster and Putney. 
In 1815 the crews decided to race from Put- 
ney to Mortlake, and that course has since 
been adhered to, Cambridge opened bril- 
liantly over the present course by scoring 
thr conseoutive wins, Their rivals re- 
sponded in kind, and the honors changed 
yearly up to 1861, when Oxford captured 
the blue ribbon and he!d on to it for nine 
years. Cambridge started a big inning 
1870 and shut the ivals out until 1 
T then scored alternately, and in 18 
rowed a dead heat. Oxford came strongly 
to the front in 1880 and won straight along 
to 1884, when the light blues defeated them. 
Oxford again got in front the following 
year, but succumbed to their rivals for the” 
nextfour years, Since 1809 the Oxford men 
have had a monoply of the honors, and they 
also have the honorof making the best time 
on record, 18 minutes 47 seconds, March 22, 
1893. ‘Twenty minutes was only beaten on 
two other occasions, so that backers of the 
light blues (who have covered the course in 
20 minutes) for the forthcoming struggle 
must feel justified in accepting the liberal 
odds of 2 to 1 against their favorites, if the 
recent trials count for anything.

providing such further or other aids as may 
»e found to be necessary from time to time 
in order that the producers of fresh-made 
creamery butter may secure the full benefit 
of such expenditure.” 

What the Patrons should have done, as 
representative farmers and to be in keeping 
with their brother farmers of the butter 
trade was, to support this resolution, if 
they intended to be consistent with their 
srofeasion and true to their own calling. 
But no ; every one of them voted straight 
against it, and with the Mowat Government 
against .the interests of their own class as 
butter ma 

Nothing could haye been moro inconsist- 
ent and suicidal than this action of the Pat- 
rons, as it shows they intend to yote Grit 
no matter what interests ure at stako. 

The present attitude of the Dominion 
Government toward the butter industry is 
urgent. An emergency has arrived in the 
way of a stagnant and ruinous market, . ‘The 
Australian and Danish butter does not get 
into the London market without Goyern- 
ment help, and as the function of the Ca- 
nadian Government is to deyelop all the 
resources of the country, it is trying to de- 
velop the butter trade in a way which these 
Grit Patrons are trying to putdown, There 
would be very little use to encournge dairy= 
ing and for the Government spending mo- 
ney in haying « special dairy commissioner, 
and giving grants to establish Government 
creameries, if our butter is to be undersold 
oy bonused Danish and Australian butter, 
At the outset, if those countries do this, 
Canada must follow suit. 

The cheese industry has at different 
times been helped in a substantial manner 
by the Dominion Government and also by 
the Provincial Governmens of Ontario and 
Quebec, and there is no reason why the 
butter trae should not be helped like- 
wise, The Dominion Government had no 
intention of going into commerce. Tts sole 
object was to assist in developing the na 
tural resources of the country, and in put- 
ting a now industry on its logs. Itis the 
function of government to assist commerce 
and remove obstacles that retard it. It is 
far better that the Dominion Government 
should Ioxe a little on a few thousand 
pounds of butter than to haye the whole 
trade paralyzed, which would surely occur 
when Spring butter began to come in on 
top of the immense amount which is now 
lying in storage awaiting consumption or 
shipment, ‘The Dominion Government's 
aid to the butter makers is just as legiti- 
mate as the large exponditures of Mowat 
in bonusing travelling dairies and Dairy- 
men and Creamery Associations, and the 
Patron politicians in the Assembly were 
caught in a Grit trap when they consouted 
to oppose it, If these men had designed 
to give the Patron order its quictus, thoy 
could not have gone about it better than 
by their votes of the past few days in the 
Assombly.—Mail and Empire.

THE RUSH OF AN AVALANCHE, 


Perlis of Trayol in the Snow Mouptalos 
of British Columbia,

Imagine if you can the very roughest bit 
of nature you have eve en, ortake a 
newspaper, crumble it into a ball, and plac. 
ing it on a table suppose all its raised parts 
to be peaks, and the hollows ravines ; pic 
ture the sharp edges as ridges more or 

timbered, the hollow ba Smooth, or steer 
as the roof of the steepest house you know 
of, and you have an idea of the mountains 
and gorges of the Slocan. 

Let us suppose we are standing near tlic 
Summit of one of these ridges on a bright, 
sunny day in January. It has been snowing 
continually for days, and the “ beautiful” 
lies in plentiful profusion everywhere, six 
tocight feet deep in the timbered ridges, 
and any depth you like in the ravines; the 
sun gets warmer; up above you, near the 
crest of the mountain, little bits of crystals 
detach themselyes and go rolling down the 
slope; a tiny crack forms at your feet and 
Ww idens across the gulch; in an instant the 
whole snowy mass is in motion, and with a 
hissing, rustling sound and an upheaval 
along its edges, goes hurling down the 
gorge. Faster and faster it glides ; the air 
is filled with snowy spume; where you stood 
was a rivu a thousand feet below it is a 
mad torrent; the noise increases as it gains 
momentum 
Rocks are torn loose, broken to atoms or 
ground to powder, trees uprooted and brok- 
en to pieces, logs smashed to splinters. 
At half a mile on its path it presents acrest 
of twenty to thirty feet in helghtand moves 
faster than an express train; woe  betide 
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any living thing in its way now. Nothing 
made by man can stand before it ; the wind 
of its creation is a hurrican a cloud of 





snow and dust follows in wake; in a 
seething torrent it pours over rock and 
precipice, and moving resistlessly on, leaves 
in its track broken and crushed’ fragments 
of rock and trees, and the smooth and pol- 
ished grasses in the gorge. The thunder 
dies ; is gone; and the avalanche is passed. 
Down at the foot of the slope; a mile away, 
mountains of snow tossed up in hopeless 
chaos, a wild tangle of rocks, earth, trees 
and logs remain to mark the slide, and 
often, alas! too often, the hodies of brave 
men caught in its rash, lic buried in its icy 
embrace. 

All around you can hear, day and night, 
the distant, muffled roar of passing aval: 
anches. They come and go at all times and 
each year a new one is creat- 
ed, for the older ones are well known. They 
have claimed their blood tribute ; each has 
its record of brave men done to death, 
These avalanches are everywhere ; there is 
hot a waggon road or a mountain trail that 
does not cross the path of several. On the 
Kaslo-Slocan road to New Denver there are 
five or six; on the winter road to Sandon 
























stroyers. Yet all the season of greatest 
danger there is more traffic on these roads 
1 trails than on many highways in civil 
ation. Murvellous escapes are an every- 
day matter. No one hesitates or delays on 
account of the peril to be incurred. Often, 
often, the snowslide passes a few feet 
m the ore-laden pack team, but not al 
ways with warning. In an instant men 
and animals are overwh ed and tossed 
like straws in a boll of thing: snow ; it 
is merciful that death is instantancous, 
The force of the wind created by one of 
these larger slides is well nigh Incredible ; 
in the vall of the Ilecillewaet, on the 
Canadian Pacific, tree tops cut off by 
the wind on the opposite side the ravine 
through which the avalanche descends. 
The snow is pressed into the hardness of 
ice, and literally tears or grinds everything 
to powder in its path. The many deplor 
able fatalities that have lately occurred In 
Slocan are partly due to the destruction 
of the timber on the wooden slopes by the 
fearful fires of last summer; the trees 
holding up the snow and. preventing slid 
ing. Weread of many brave and heroic 
acts; but surely the tient courage that 
daily takes even chances with death on the 
slopes and in the mountains of the Slocan 
deserves more than a passing tribute,

War Temporarily, and Probably Finally, 
Conses. 

Washington, March 80,—The following 
telegram was received to-day by the Ja- 
pants officials ; 

“On the opening of the pegotiations 
the Chinese Plenipotentiary proposed an 
armistice, which the Japanese Govern- 
ment were willing to accept on certain 
conditions, While this negotiation was 
‘going on tho untoward event happened 
ow the person of the Chinese Plenipoten- 
tiary, His Majesty th eEmperor, having 
in view this unhappy occurrence, com- 
mauded the Japanese Plenipotentiarics to 
consamt to a temporary armistice with- 
out conditions. This was communicated 
to the Chinese Plonipotentiary.” 

Minister Kurino says that the effect of 
the Emperor's order will be the imme- 
diate cessation of aggressive hostilitics, 
aud that the Japanese armies will make 
to further adyance a4 long 48 the armi- 
ttice lasts.

Winnipeg Norwester, March 25. 

Primarily the right to legislate with re- 

spect to legislation is vested in the Local 
Legislature exclusively. The right of the 
Federal Legislature arises only after an 
appeal to the Governor-in-Council has been 
made and a remedial order has been reject- 
ed or disregarded. Necessarily in such a 
case the Dominion remedial legislation will 
be in the direction of a restoration of the 
Provincial act under which the Roman 
Catholic minority enjoyed the rights of 
which they were deprived by subsequent 
provincial legislation. It is altogether un- 
ikely that an Act would be originated in 
the Dominion Parliament—the restoration 
of the ‘status quo ante” being all that is 
provided for in the right to appeal. 

It is, however, equally apparent that the 
Provincial Legislature could solve tho 
whole difficulty without re-enacting all 
the provisions of the old law ; and this is 
what the judgment of the judicial com- 
mittee of the Privy Council suggests. It is 
believed that an Act could be framed which 
would be acceptable to Roman Catholics 
and Protestants alike, containing such 
provisions as would ensure to the Roman 
Catholic taxpayer an equivalent for his 
taxes, and to all state-aided schools, the 
inspection and supervision necessary in 
order to ensure proper results from the 
expenditure. The teacher could be sub- 
jected to examination and certification, 
and the condition for secular education in 
all public schools assimilated, There has 
been no desire, so far as we aro advised, on 
the part of the Roman Catholic minority, 
to evade any stipulation which would tend 
to the efficiency of their schools, nor has 
there been any disposition to evade the 
payment of a school tax, where the -dispo- 
sition of that tax has boon for the «benefit 
of their denominational schools, No fault 
has been found, within our knowledge, by 
Roman Catholics during the whole disous- 
sion as to their right to Separate Schools, 
of the axiom that ** if Separate Schools aro 
to be aided by the State, the State should 
have the same security for n sound 
socular system in thom as in other Stato- 
aided schools. 
Such being tho case, ib ix at present 
open to the Provincial Logislature to set- 
tle the wholo question without further 
disturbance. It can be done in such a 
way as to satiafy tho roasonablo demands 
of the minority while maintaining intact 
the general principles of the School Act of 
1890, 

Tho issue before us is a serious one, the 
possible ond of which may be dinast 
should the Local House not seo its duty in 
tho promises. ‘They can, if thoy choose, 
so frame an act that it will not interfere 
with the ont act in ita general applica 
tion, White redressing the grievances com 
ained of by the Roman Catholic minority.

In the theatre of the Society of Arts, 
London, Eng., on Jan. 16, Prof. Lewes, 
one of the highest authorities on illumin 
ants, read a paper entitled The Commer 
cial Synthesis of U!liss’=<ting Hydrocar. 
bons, in which he dese-‘bed Mr. Wilson's 
process and illustrated in an interesting 
way its scientific and commercial possi- 
bilities. Anda very startling exhibition 
it was, as fresh and convincing as good 
matter in the hands of a master in the 
art of science exposition could make 
it, 











Carbide of calcium was a chemical curi- 
osity until Mr. Willson found out a way of 
preparing it in bulk in the course of his 
experiments upon the manufacture of cal 
cium alloys by the agency of his electric 
furnace. When an article that has only 
existed in grains comes to be turned out 
by the ton, itis to all intents and pur- 
poses a new article, and its industrial 
possibil e never still, inasmuch as 
only the most direct and obyious of these 
developments have as yet been over hinted 
at. Produced in large quantities, it is 
impossible to surmise what chemical in- 
dustry will be able in the fulness of time 
to make of it. 

The product of fusing together in an 
electrical furnace such common materials 
as lime and carbon was exhibited by Prof. 
Lewes as a greenish-grey, stone-like sub- 
stance resembling the commonest descrip- 
tion of serpentine rock. Upon handling it 
a faint, unpleasant odor resembling garlic 
manifests itself, Upon a piece of this 
matorial Prof. Lewes sprinkled afew drops 
of water, and put a lighted taper to it. The 
nascent gas, acetylene, immediately ignit~ 
ed, and continued to burn over the wetted 
foe until all the water was gone. Then 
came the ('splay of the same gas evolved 
ina jar, wrich contained pieces of the 
carbide in water, and stored in glass 
olders. It was indeed a flame to won- 
der at. There is something startling 
the suggestion that gas of 240 candle 
power, calculated upon the basis of a con- 
sumption of five cubic feet’/per hour, can 
¢ burnt by an opon flat flume burner. It 
is difcult to convey in words the impres- 
sion of sicadfe*tness, whiteness, and, so to 
speal:, solidity, which the flames made on 




























the observers. No smoke nor smell es- 
coned iro. the flames, which, though 
e-stoiting in their color the evidence of 





intensely active combustion, were found to 
be mucl cooler than oil gas flames of the 
same size. This is the most striking ure 
of free burring acetylene. ‘Tie incandes- 
cent electric lamps which the theatre 
was lit were made to look as dull as ** red- 
hot hair-pins” by the aggressive acetylene, 
which, by the irradiation of its dazzling 
hite flames, form d balls of almost blind- 
ine light. 

* Ina paper recently read before a scic 
tific society in New York, Mr. W3!! 
stated that acetylene gas could be pre luv 
ata cost of 5 cents per 1000 feet. When 
this is considered, along with the fact that 
it can be readily made and used in private 
residences, or compressed into a fluid form, 
and us: in portable lamps, it is not speck- 
ing too strongly to state that the discovery 
will lutionize the lighting and heating 
pr of the world,

A Sketch of a Brave Soldier and Capable 
Officer. 


Sir Patrick Crant, whose death was re 
pe ted lately, was born in 1£04 and bad 
cca in the service of the British army 
about seventy-five years. He envred the 
army 48 an ensign the very year that the 
Duke of Cambridge, its present command- 
er-in-chief, was born—1820, He had 
been in the service twelve y when 
Aor Roberts, the most famous, perhaps, 
of England's soldiers, was born, and 
thirteen years before the birth of Sir 
Garnet Wolseley. He was decorated 
and redecorated. He had been thanked 
for his services by his sovereign more 
times than he can remember. He was a 





Ars 








roll of the highest order to which an 
English military man may belong, for he 
was a Knight Commander of the Order of 
the Bath ; in short he won every honor to 
which an English soldier may aspire. 

When young Patrick Grant, through his 
cotch fathtr, gotan appointment in 1820 
as ensign in the military service of the East 
India Company, which then practically 
ruled India, there was constant warfare 
being waged with the natives. Young 








Grant was right in the midst of it from 
so slow 


the first. Yet promotion was slow, 
indeed that Grant was in the Ind 
vice twenty-four years before he b 
jor by brevet. By good service he was 
de a lisutenant in 1823, and a captain in 
32 after twelve years hard service in the 
Indian jungles. 

In 1843 there was a real outbreak of 
some importance, and in this Gwahur 
campaign, as it is called, Captain Grant’s 
and ability was'shown in a marked 
y, for he won his majority, and at the 
saine time the Bronze Slav for Maharaja 
par, Again in 1845 there was another re 
yellion, and Major Grant served as 
Adjutant General under Sir Hugh Gough. 
He was repeatedly mentioned in the des 
patches of his superiors for his bray 
ery and dash, and atthe end of this car- 
paign he was made a Colonel by brevet, 
































and a OC. B. He was also awarded 
a medal with throe clasps for bravery, 
Then followed an outbreak of the war 
like tribes in the Punjaub. Colonel 
Grant, as ever, wasin the front of the 


fighting, and so well did he actuit hinself 
that he was awarded a medal with two 
clasps, and» was made an aide-de-camp to 
the Queen, with the full title of Colonel. 
Tn 1849 and in’50 Sir Charles Napier wag 
ed his famous war with the Hill tribes of 
India, and Colonel Grant fought side by 
side with the famous General, So well did 
he perform, that, upon Sir Charles’ recom- 
mendation, he was given another medal, 
this time with one clasp. In 1856, for 
his distinguished services, Colonel Grant 
was made a Major-General, and an even 
greater honor was conferred on him. 
He was made a Knight Commander of 
the Bath. At about this time he was also 
appointed in Chief of Mad- 
ras, and at last was beginning to reap 
the rewards of his faithful services, 
Then, when General Anson died in 1857,

just as the Indian Mutiny was breaking 
out, General Grant went over to Calcutta 
and acted as commander of Bengal, pend- 
ing tho arrival of Lord Colin Campbell 
At the conclusion of the mutiny General 
Grant, whose name had again and again 
been reported in the despatches to the Eng- 
lish Government for his ability and bra 
ory, was awarded the Grand Cross of the 
Bath. 

In 1867 his services were again awarded 
in a practical way. ‘The honorable and 
coveted position of Military Governor of the 
Island of Malta was given him, General 
Grant remained at Malta until 1874, when 
Rey. Sidney Cotton, Governor of the Mili 
tary Hospital at Chelsea, died. General 
Grant accepted the post. Since he hay heen 
at Chelsea new honors have been conferred 
In 1885 he was appointed 
Colonel of the Royal Horse Guards, the 
famous ‘ Blues,” as they are ge ly 
cnown. Later Queen Victoria appointed 
him a ‘Gold Stick in Waiting.” He had, 
in 1883, received a yet higher title, that of 
Field Marshal in the British Army,

Some say that for tho alleviation of 
all these domestic disorders of which we 
hear, easy divorce isa yout preserip- 
tion. God sometimes authorizes divorce 
as certainly as He authorizes marriage. 
Thave just as much regard for one law- 
fully divorced as I have for one lawfully 
married. But you know and! know that 
wholosale divorce is ono of our national 
scourges. I am not surprised at this 
when I think of the influences which 
have been abroad militating against the 
marriage relation. 

For many years the platforms of the 
country rang with talk about a free-love 
millennium. There were meetings of 
this kind held in the Cooper Institute, 
New York; Tremont Tomple, Boston, 
and all over the Jand. Some of the 
Women who were most prominent in 
that movement have since been distin- 
guished for great promiscuosity of 
affection, Popular themes for such oc- 
casions were the tyranny of man, the 
oppression of the marriage relation, 
women's rights. and the affinities. 
Prominent speakers were women with 
short curls and short dress and very 
long tongue, everlastingly at war with 
God beause they were created women ; 
while on the platform sat meck men 
With soft accent and cowed demeanor, 
apologetic for masculinity, and holding 
the parasols while termagant orators 
arent on preaching the doctrine of free 
love. 

The campaign of about twenty years 
set more devils into the marriage rela- 
tion than will be exorcised in the next 

Men and women went home from 
such meetings so permanently confused 
as to who were their wives and hus- 
bands that they never got out of their 
perplexity, and the criminal and the 
civil courts tried to disentangle the 
Tliad of woes, and this on» got alimony, 
and that one got a limited divorce, an 
this mother kept the children on condi- 
tion that the father could sometimes 
come and look at them, and these went 
into poorhouses, and those went into an 
insane asylum, and those went into dis- 
solute public life, and all went to de- 
struction, The mightiest war over 
made against the marriage institution 
was that free-love campaign, sometimes 
Under one name and sometimes under 
another. 

_ Another influence that has warred 
Upon the marriage relation has "been 
the polygamy in Utah. That was a 
stereotyped caricature of the mar- 
riage relation, and has poisoned 
the whole land. You might as 
well think that yon can have an arm in | 
@ state of mortification, and yet the 
whole body not be sickened, as ‘to have 
those territories polygamized, and yot 
the body of the nation not feel the pu- 
trefaction. Hear it, good men and wo- 
men of America, that so long ago as 
1862 a law was passed by Congress for- 
bidding polygamy in the Territories, 
and in all places where they had juris- 
diction.

Austria adopted pro 
tection in 1879; Russia increased hor 
tariff in 1877 and in 1881; Germany, as 
we haye shown, put up her walls higher 
in 1879; France increased her tariff in 
1882 for purely protective purpos’s; 
Spain did the same in 1877 and 1882 ; 
Greece adopted a high protective tarifl 
in 1885, and Switzerland in tho same 
year; Sweden and Norway followed 
suit in 1887 and 1888; Italy began pro 
tection to her agriculture last year; tho 
British Colony of Victoria in Australia 
had a general election last year and out 
of 79 members in a contest in which tho 
trado question was the main issue, there 
were 65 protectionists and 14 free 
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traders elected, Thén on the top of all 
this comes the sweep out of Democratic 
Tariff Reform Free Traders in the 
United States only two or three months 
ago, 

If, after these historical facts which I 
have given, there is any comfort for the 
men who think that protec.ion is on the 
wane in the world, they are welcome to 
that comfort, Is not tho fact however 
just as Lord Salisbury stated ?

must givo way, and while the cable 
generally has the tof the encounter, 
very often a couple of strands are rip- 
ped, which entails considerable “ale 
upon the repairers, 

At the Broadway power house Mr, M, ' 
Moore is the person who is technically 
known as the “splicer.” He was 
brought from Denver, where he had 
been in charge of the cable in that city. 
He has about eight or ten men under 
him, who, with dexterity, make neces- 
sary repairs. “ 

Cables are in a measure human. They 
have their diseases and they need their 
doctors, Mr. Moore is the medical ex- 
aminer, and from him we received sev- 
eral points concerning the trouble to 
which the cable is subjected. 
In case a cable has become bent in 
any way, it is difficult, in fact almost 
impossible, to straighten it absolutely. 
The bend remains, and if we stoop down 
‘o watch its onward approach it looks 
like a huge sea serpent, wriggling to- 
ward you, performing wonderful gyra- 
tions as it approaches. Several of theso 
“kinks,” as they are termed, have been 
made in the up-town cable, which 
travels at the rate of 810 feet per minute, 
As tho rate of the cable is invariable, by 
simply looking at the clock, the man, 
whose sole duty it is to watch the cable, 
oan tell at exactly what place the 
“kink” is situated, As a matter of 
curiosity we inquired of the watcher at 
the Fiftioth street wer house when , 
the next ‘*kink” would arrive, Looking 
at his watch and hastily making a 
mental calculation, he answered, ‘be- 
! tween 4.11 and 4.12.” In fact, the “kink” , 
came in sight immodiately as the hands , 
of the watch pointed to eleven minutes | 
after four. 
With the Bowling Green cable, how- 
ever, fow “kinks” occur, Tho line is 
straighter and does not run under! 
dangerous curyes like those at Four- 
teenth and Twenty-Third streets. It 
might be well to mention here that, un- | 
less tho grip is held fast to the cablo as | 
the curve is rounded, the enormous fric- | 
tiom, resulting from the slipping of tho 
cable through the grip at this point, 
would be sufficient te “burn” the strands

San Francisco Gots the Baleon 

If the remarkable success of steam 
whalers in the past seagon shall bring 
bout the substitution ef steam for sail 
power in tho American whaling fleet, it 
will mean iething momentuous for 
the capital ongaged tn whaling, Steam 


whalers have been used on the Pacifi 











coast fora good many years past, a 
thoy have been in the Europes fleet 
The yreat majority of tho American 
whuling fleet, however, is still comp 
od of sailing craft, vere has been a 


decrease in the tonnage v! sailing whal- 








ers since the census year and a Blight 
increase in the tonnage of steam ves- 
sels, ‘The increase, however, has not 
been suflicient to indicate the speedy 
substitution of steam for sails in the 
whaling fleet as a whole. Whiat is 
wractically the latest official shippir 
ist of whalers, shows 91 vessels of all 








sorts, Of these 13 ave steamers, and the 
remainder sailing craft of various sort 
Of the 78 sailing craft in tho 
list 40 aro barks, 28 schooners, 7 
brigs, and 8 ships. The steam 
whalers are usually larger than the 
sailing vessols, Of tho thirteon steam 
vessels only one is of less than 100 


tons burden, while eight are above 800 
tons. Of these eight one is of 410 tons 
and another of 494 tons, while several 
are of nearly 400, 

Of the sailing craft eleven are of less 
than 100 tons; thirty others are of less 
than 200; twenty are of more than 800 
tons, and none is of 400 tons. Tho larg- 
est sailing craft in the list is the bark 
Emma F. Herriman, of San Francisco. 
The next in size is the ship Nigor, of 
New Bedford, 891 tons. ‘The whaling 
fleot is distributed according to hailing 
ports, thus; New Benford, forty two; 
San Francisco, thirty-four; Province- 
town, nine; Edgartown, three; Boston, 
two; New London, one. Only two 
steamers hail from New Bedford, The 
total tonnage of the whaling fleet carried 
On the list is about 20,000, and of this 
more than 15,000 tons is in sailing craft, 
the tonnage of twelve stenmers footing 
up 4015 tons, and that of the thirteenth 
steamer not belng given. 

Perhaps it is indicative of a certain 
business-like \character in the steam 
whaling industry that the steamers 
seldom bear the romantic and sentimen- 
tal names that the sailing craft usually 
»bear, Some of the steamers are the 
Balewna and the Beluga, the Navarch, 
the Karluk, the Orea, the Nurwhale, 
the Grampus, and the Belvedere, Only 
one bears a woman's name, The sailing 
craft bear such names as Bertha, Des- 
demona, Josephine, Kathleen and a 
dozen other personal names, or such as 
Morning Star, Greyhound, Petrel, Sun- 
beam, Bounding Billow, Hunter and 
Reindeer. 

All, or nearly all of the regular sperm 
whalers are sailing craft, So are all the 
vessels that go whaling from New Eng- 
land ports to the North Atlantic, The 
ste halers have a popular advan- 
the Arctic by reason of the 
superior ease with which they are 
handled in the ice, They are built with 
great strength forward, so that they 
may stand the shock whon they strike 
the ico with any considerable momen- 
tum, They are also specially sheathed 
about the water line, in order that they 
may not be cut through by drifting ice.

Only four- 
twen out of New Bedford's forty-two 
whalers are reported as visiting tho 
North Pacifico, which, with the far 
north-western waters of Behring Sea 
and the Arctic Ocean, is now the region 
where the baleen-bearing whale is chief- 
ly persued, Eleven of the thirteen steam 
Whalers now hail from San Francisco 
and all make that port their head- 
quarters. Nearly the whole of last 
season's whale catch has come or will 
come to San Francieco,—New York

The Man Who Made the Rubber Bustuess 
a Vast and Growinz Industry. 


“Thousands of Cinctnnatlans who 
wear rubber oyershoes and other things 
made of rubber know little of the ups 
and downs of the man who devoted his 
lifetime, and was ridiculed all the while, 
to perfecting, or discovering, as It were, 
the processes by which vulcanized rub- 
ber might be produced,” sald John G. 
Stetson, York rubber dealer, 
at the Grand yesterday evening, Sam- 
uél Goodyear devoted his Mfe to per- 
fecting a process whereby he might 
manufacture rubber shoes that would 
stand the heat and cold. He was char- 
acterized as a crank—made fun of and 
ridiculed by the very men who after- 
wards made a fortune out of his discov- 
erles or inventions. Goodyear, I believe, 
was a Philadelphian, and his curiosity 
was aroused by a life-preserver which 
he bought. That was away back in the 
thirties and hundreds of thousand of 
dollars had been sunk by diflerent men 
in trying to perfect.some process by 
which rubber could be utilized to a 
commercial advantage. 

“TI belleve that Goodyear's attention 
was first attracted to the profits of rub- 
ber by the success of the India rubber 
compan He began a series of ex- ~ 
periments, sought capital in Philadel- 
phia, and wound up his first experiment 
by being imprisoned for debt. He got 
out, borrowed some money and went 
ahead, and finally landed in New York, 
where he pushed along, butthe financial 
crisis of 1837 spoiled his catculations, 
and after this we find him experiment- 
ing at the old abandoned rubber works 
on Staten Island, Here he was regard- 
ed as half-crazy, but did not yield, and 
sacrificed almost everything ip the In- 
terest of his work—his family nearly 
starving, but his success was due fo an 
aceldent In the darkest days of his life. 
success was temporary, and he 
again had to look for capital, He tri- 
umphed, and rubber men all know the 
honors were thrust on him by some 
countries after his achievements, which 
made him one of the famous inventors 
of his country—for we all know what 
a factor vulcanized rubber is—how it 
is utilized in the manufacture of goods 
of everyday use. 
he rubber goods business of this 
country is simply enormous, and it ts 
increasing many fold, Goodyear died 
in the sixties, disappointed and unhon- 
ored by his country, leaving his family 
insolvent, and Congress, after his death, 
declined to extent a patent for the bene= 
fit of his family. He ree ed the rib- 
bon of the Legion of Honor from France 
and a medal In London, but his own 
country did not appreciate his services, 
‘The rubber business of the United 
States alone amounts to millions an- 
nually.”’

DIPHTHERIA ANTI-TOXINE. 


Mow the New Kemedy for This Disease 
Was Discovered. 


A number of series of experimental 
observations regarding the nature and 
ciusetion of diphtheria preceded th 
discovery of the new remedy, These be- 
gin with the dl ery of the diph- 
theria bacillus by Klebs in 1883. In the 
folowing year, 1834, the organisms de- 
veribed by Klebs vere more carefully 
etudied by Loofler,were cultivated cut- 
side the living body, and diphtheria, or 
& disease resembling it, waa reproduced 
in animals by inoculating them with 
the cultures of this germ. Loeffler was 
unable, however, to reproduce the vari 
ous forms of paralysis which frequently 
follow diphtheria, but Roux and Yersin 
in Parris, in 1888, succeeded in reproduc- 
ing artificially, by the inoculation of 
animals with cultures of the diphtheria 
bacillus, a perfectly characteristic diph 
theretic paralysis, and they 
successful in separating fr eul- 
tures of this organism a poison (the 
diphtheria toxing) with which they also 
Produced paralysis in animals, Then

Balt for stock 

We are surprised, when passing 
through the country, to find 50 few 
| farmers who wo rock salt for their stock, 
Whenever we find a man who uses it ho 
always speaks of itin tho highest terms. 
The writer can say from experience 
that there is no other way of salting 
stock nearly so satisfactory in every 
way a8 by the use of the rocks. 

It ism settled fact that stock salted 
once a week take too much when given 
to them, which has the effects of wast- 
ing much nutrition in the animal which 
the system requires, and before the | 
next salting day comes round ill-effects 
are caused in the system by the lack of 
salt. This being the case, the farmer 
who depends upon weekly salting, be 
he oven so regular, cannot fail to lose 
milk from his cows and flesh from his 
steors and other fattening stock. Some 
regort to the plan of putting a little salt 
into the food every day or two, Now, 
this is all chance work, and cannot giva 
the best results, as the animal itself is 
the only proper judge of how 
much to take, and will never take too 
much or too little when given free ac. | 
cess to it Now, whion stables havo 
been fitted up with salt boxes in the 
stalls, the supply can be kept constant | 
ly before them by using either barrel or 
rock salt—the former Raving to be sup- | 
lied every few days, while a four or } 
five pound lump will last for wecks. 
Another advantage in using rock salt 
is that it can be thrown into an ordinar. 
manger and not interfere with the food. 
The animals can lick at itas desired, 
and no evil results or waste iy food or 
salt can follow. Then, again, for field 
salting in the summer, a lump can be 
thrown on the ground, exposed to sun 
and rain, without loss or other objec- 
tion, while when barrel salt is used the

(some Practical Mints on a Warloty of 
Themes. 


The horse blanket in the stable Is as 
valuable as when in use while the horse 
Is at service. It is not the wetting of 
the horse that causes it to take cold, 
but’ the drying, or evaporation of the 
moisture, which takes away the animal 
heat rapidly, and especially if a current 
of air flows through the stable. Rub 
the horse well and then keep the blan- 
j ket on him until he fs thoroughly dry, 
when it may then be removed if desir- 
able. 


When the trees bloom and the frult ts 
| first formed, the grower can easily form 
An opinion in regard to picking off a por- 
Uon, should the tree show indications of 
being well laden, It Is better to pick 
‘off the fruit not desired when it is very 


pt or madman Pamall, so as to tax the vitality of the 


tree as little as possible. It will enable 
| the tree to grow larger and beter fruit 
by thinning out should there be appear- 
ance of heayy bearing, and thus avoid 
propping the limbs later on. 

Spraying should begin as early as the 
season permits, and [t should be done 
as often as the opportunity presents for 
£0 doing. 


To destroy bugs in seed peas put the 
peas in water, and the bugs and Injured 
peas will rise to the surface. Skim them 
off and destroy them, Pour off the water 
;and spread the peas to dry. Peas that 
have been attacked by weevil should 
not be used for seed not only because 
such seed may not germinate, but also 
because more weevil will be produced 
to attack the crop. 


Give more air in the hotbed. Plants 
that have made rapid growth may be 
transplanted to cold frames, to allow 
them more room and maye them hardy 
nnd stocky. Water hot-bed plants care- 
fully, so as not to allow too much.
